In fact, I think 
that that ts one of the reasons why the 
Lord has blessed our work so much. He 
knows that in my heart I have long since 
settled the fact that I must be only a pipe 
through which His water may flow and 
have recognized that a pipe can never 
quench anyone’s thirst. It strikes me as 
almost absurd that when the pipe glories 
about the water anyone should think any- 
thing belonged to the pipe. I know that 
the only thing the pipe can do to the water 
is to give it a rusty taste and even the 
thought of that rather horrifies me. 

Do pray for our work, the Lord has 
been blessing it abundantly, but we defi- 
nitely need the prayers of His children.

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TRUE LIBERTY 

I began to think about the mean- 
ing of true liberty while reading 
an editorial in a liberal unitarian 
paper. Le Protestant, published in 
Geneva, and the organ of the Uni- 
tarian churches in Switzerland, car- 
ried an editorial called “Tolerance 
and Liberty,’’ which included the 
following: ‘‘We must not be afraid 
to declare it—the human spirit does 
not enter into the real possession 
of truth when man has not been able 
to form his opinion in all liberty, 
when the truth is not his by his own 
title deed, flesh of his flesh and 
blood of his blood . . .’’ The writer 
went on to say that one orders a 
copyist about and reprimands him 
if he makes mistakes in his copying, 
but that one lets an artist go his own 
way and produce what he wants to 
produce. This, thinks the writer, is 
the method of Christ. Christ wants 
us to think for ourselves. He con- 
eludes: ‘‘It is evident that Christ 
does not ask his disciples to believe 
Him without verification, without 
reference to critical reflection and 
experience. He does not use the 
method of authority; he does not 
use his titles and his qualities to 
demand a blind faith that needs no 
examination.’ 

Here we see the Devil’s lie, as flat 
and outrageous as that which was 
told to Eve in the garden. For the 
Lord Jesus Christ does invoke His 
authority (and it should be noticed 
that I am spelling the pronoun with 
a capital letter), and even says to 
the Pharisees that if they do not 
believe that He is the great I am, 
Jehovah,- that they shall die in 
their sins (John 8 :21-24). 

Beyond question this vital, au- 
thoritarian message was that which 
was preached by all the early 
church. ‘‘Neither is there salvation 
in any other; for there is no other 
name under Heaven, given among 
men, whereby we must be saved’’ 
(Acts 4:12). Paul, on Mars’ Hill, 
did not give an invitation and plead 
with souls to accept Christ. He 
eried, ‘‘God commandeth all men 
everywhere to repent: because He 
hath appointed a day, in the which 
He will judge the world in righteous- 
ness by that Man whom He hath 
ordained; whereof He hath given 
assurance unto all men, in that He 
hath raised Him from the dead’’ 
(Acts 17:30, 31). And it is in that 
day that the Unitarians and liberals 
will find that they have lost their 
liberty forever because they have 
refused dependence upon Christ 
now. 
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Unto Him that loved us, and washed us from our sins in 
His own blood, and hath nade us to be a kingdom and to 
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Behold, a young lion roared against him. And the Spirit of 
the Lord came mightily upon him, and he rent him as he 
would have rent a kid, and he had nothing in his hand. 
Judges 14:5,6.

of (horseplay)—why should so 
much space be given to him in the 
Bible? Is there profit in reading 
the exploits of one who seems so 
irresponsible ? 

There has always been a strong 
fascination in the story of this an- 
cient hero, and perhaps we shall find 
spiritual truth brought home where 
on the surface it seems least ap- 
parent. Indeed this old-world tale, 
pathetically crude and. disappoint- 
ing as it is, may take us on the road 
to Calvary. A further profit still lies 
in what missionaries may discover 
from the character of Samson—this 
tantalizing man who was_ both 
Spirit-moved and yet enslaved and 
often humbled by his own unruly 
flesh. 


@ The Great Betrayal 

Samson’s mother was a remark- 
able woman. Like Sarah and like 
Hannah, she had been disciplined 
by sorrow, ‘through long childless- 
ness. Yet this is often the very situa- 
tion out of which God molds the 
finest ancestry. The fact that one 
whole chapter is occupied with the 
preparation of the parents’ minds 
for this unusual birth exactly sets 
the problem for us: why should a 
child so privileged betray God’s 
hopes? 

For that is what we must con- 
clude: the life of Samson was a 
great betrayal. 

The story seems to open on a 
morning without clouds. Indeed 
‘*Sunny”’ or ‘‘Sunshine’’ was the 
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baby’s name. With conscientious 
care Manoah had inquired from the 
Angel of Jehovah as to how the 
parents were to order their lives and 
secure the best upbringing for their 
boy. They were vigilant and con- 
secrated folks. No cloud is in the 
sky. All that we read stirs golden 
hopes, for ‘‘the child grew, and the 
Lord blessed him. And the Spirit 
of the Lord began to move him.’’ 


@ Lions and Honey 

The first exploit, after an infatu- 
ation that dismayed his parents, was 
the slaying of a lion, and the 
brawny youth, though he must have 
shown scratches, did not even think 
his parents ought to know whence 
they came—an unusual characteris- 
tic in an only child. John Bunyan 
takes. Samson’s fight with the lion 
as a symbol of temptation—and 
many a lion roared against the Bed- 
ford tinker !—and reckons the nest 
of honey as the gain which every 
overcomer shall enjoy. All thus far 
has been like the dawn of confident 
morning. Lions and then honey—if 
only these had formed Samson’s 
encounters and enjoyments, how 
happy the reader would be! If only 
there were fights like that, and. no 
strange women! 

Samson had wit as well as weight, 
and from the honeycomb taken out 
of the lion’s carcass he devised a 
riddle for his guests at the betrothal 
feast. Six days they labored, and 
they found no answer. But the men 
of Timnath, though they feasted, 
did not count the game a jest, as

SAMSON

Samson did. The adversary never 
sleeps, though Christians do. Mak- 
ing an ally of their countrywoman, 
these unrelenting, undiscourageable 
play-companions wrought the strong 
man’s discomfiture in a way that 
ought to have been branded in his 
memory forever. The maid of 
Timnath, owing allegiance to her 
country, not to her careless lover, 
ensnared him by tearful reproaches, 
till the answer was out—just as 
Delilah later coaxed from him that 
more holy secret of his strength. 


@ Samples Only 

In anger at the deceit practiced 
on him, Samson rose up, and—so 
eager is God to give us any chance 
that we will take!—an access of the 
Spirit’s power made him invincible. 
He slaughtered thirty Philistines, 
and gave’ their clothes as pay-off to 
reward the thirty guests. Next this 
great schoolboy played tricks with 
foxes, sending firebrands in among 
the yellow wheat. The craven coun- 
trymen of Samson took him into 
custody, with his consent, and de- 
livered him as hostage to the Philis- 
tines. His captors led him to Lehi— 
a place that Samson would remem- 
ber afterwards—and there the 
Spirit of God came mightily upon 
him. He burst his bonds, and with 
the new jawbone of an ass he laid 
a thousand low. Any kind of thing 
that lies to his hand, a man of God 
can use—or with bare hands he will 
fight a lion. And God is ever ready 
and resourceful, able to make waters 
spring, when Samson was ‘‘sore 
athirst.’’ 





The facts are scattered on the 
record, showing us what Samson 
might have done. God was so eager, 
that He only wanted an excuse of 
any kind to lead this man in tri- 
umph. Sinful the night had been in 
Gath, yet ‘‘Sunshine’’ rose at mid- 
night and bore off the gates and 
posts and bars. Yet what does it all 
add up to? Nothing more than 
manufacturers’ samples — nothing 
more than mere tasting tidbits that 
leave one hungry for a complete 
meal. This happy-go-lucky he-man, 
now in Delilah’s coils, seems not a 
product of the Holy Spirit but just 
a sun-tanned movie star from Holly- 
wood. 


@ Loss of Power 


Right here the solemnizing truth 
appears. There is only a partition 
rice-paper thick between spirituality 
and sensuality. The man who could 
be a power for God can be enticed 
so easily to gratify his appetites. In 
moments of reaction from his holiest 
flights he could be self-indulgent, 
yes, and begin a double life in which 
his secret penitence placed fuel on 
the fires of his impassioned preach- 
ing. To outward seeming he might 
still be God’s champion, on whom 
the Spirit came. Musical men, and 
men with an especial gift for preach- 
ing, have succumbed like that. 
Pulpits and choirs can have their 
Samsons—this Book of God is no 
mere antiquated chronicle. 

The Holy Spirit of God—o 
whom our Lord has told us that He 
is so humble that He always focuses 
His light on Christ—has here per- 
formed the miracle of self-emptying 
that Christ achieved at Bethlehem. 
For, though He winces at every 


And he bowed himself with 
all his might; and the house 
fell upon the lords, and 
upon all the people that 
were therein. So the dead 
which he slew at his death 
were more than they which 
he slew in his life. Judges 
16:30. 
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recollection of these narratives of 
Samson that bestrew the pages with 
adventures such as leave him shorn, 
degraded, blind—the Holy Spirit 
leaves the story as it is, regardless 
of His own deep grief, if thereby He 
may preserve from moral shipwreck 
youths who make their start on 
cloudless mornings under flattering 
skies, and seem so handsome that 
Hell will play for bigger stakes to 
get them. All this the Holy Spirit 
knows. And that is why He gave per- 
mission that His Name should even 
be dragged through mud and slime, 
if from the Book His servants. who 
are gifted, charming, popular, may 
learn to watch and pray. Emptied 
of self-regard, making Himself of 
no reputation for our sakes, the 
sensitive, gracious, snow-pure Spirit 
of God came upon Samson in tir- 
eumstances that were like an in- 
carnation for Him. O that the Sam- 
son story might be heeded by youth 
leaders, singers, dazzling men, 


‘potent evangelists! And all the 


quiet record says in comment comes 
in one sentence: ‘‘He wist not that 
the Lord was departed from him.’’ 

He had frolicked, he had played 
the jester and buffoon, this man 
whose life was ‘‘heralded by angel- 
ministries’’—and now with eyes 
burned out with red hot irons, at 
the mill, a slave, this God-given de- 
liverer begins to think of all his 
‘*might-have-beens.’’ 

It is at this point that blind Mil- 
ton takes up the story and makes the 
penitence of Samson eloquent. 

Thou art become (O worst imprison- 

ment) 

The dungeon of thyself ... 

Ensnared, assaulted, overcome, led bound, 

Thy foes’ derision, captive, poor and 

blind. -

from Delilah’s lips and what more 
inspired line did Milton write than 
this: ‘‘To what I did thou show’dst 
me first the way?’’ 


@ Triumph in Death 

But now, with ancient and more 
recent men taught by the Spirit, we 
must turn to gather from the record 
something that the Divine Inter- 
preter has half concealed. As we 
draw near Good Friday, we may 
take the Samson story as a record 
of triumphant dying which achieved 
more than the years of life had 
wrought. 

Pondering deep, the saints have 
seen parallels between the guilty 
warrior of Dan, shrouded in dark- 
ness through betrayal by a lover, 
and that Holy Son of God from 
whom His Father’s presence seemed 
withdrawn—betrayed by Judas. The 
crashing house of Dagon, buried 
Samson, but it proved his chiefest 
victory, and here again our greater 
Victor is suggested, for Christ in 
one stern crisis overthrew the realm 
of Satan in its farthest outreach. 
Nor was the prayer on our Saviour’s 
lips in dying merely for vengeance 
—as in Samson’s case—but for His 
foes. He asked forgiveness, and that 
gift was given. 

‘*Only this once’’—such was blind 
Samson’s prayer. What deep re- 
pentance it seems to express, as 
though the long sunny days that he 
had wantonly squandered were 
smartingly in his mind. And -God, 
who is rich in mercy, for His great 
love wherewith He loved Samson, 
even when he was dead in sins, 
quickened him together with Christ 
(dare we not say this?) and in 
anticipation of His Holy Son’s 
‘‘onee for all’’ redemption, when 
He too would be surrounded by His 
foes, God gave back to Samson the 
years he had allowed the canker- 
worm to devour. God gave Manoah’s 
puzzling, boisterous son the chance 
to be a man and do a man’s full 
work, ‘‘without the gate’’ in Gaza. 


@ “So as by Fire” 

Truly, when Easter comes and 
Calvary has shed its light backward 
to Gaza, we may proclaim with a 
fresh wonder: ‘‘But there is for- 
giveness with Thee, that Thou 
mayest be feared.’’ To prisons we

SCOTTISH HOME RULE 

I do not dogmatize on the following, but report it 
as a happening that is, to say the least, of curious 
interest in the light of the fact that the Bible teaches 
the revival of the old Roman Empire. This empire, in 
the British Isles, ended at the Scottish border, where 
a wall was built by the Romans to keep out the wild 
tribes of the Picts and the Scots. There has arisen in 
Seotland a very strong movement for Scottish inde- 
pendence in home affairs. A covenant has been formed 
to which more than a million and a half signers had 
pledged themselves by the summer of 1950, and more 
than two millions by last summer. These millions north 
of the border have pledged themselves ‘‘to do every- 
thing in their power to secure for Scotland a Parlia- 
ment with adequate legislative authority in Scottish 
affairs.”’ 

In a broadcast over the B. B. C. concerning the 
covenant movement, David Keir, well-known journal- 
ist, reported that the movement was not sponsored by 
erackpots, but that thoughtful Scots were in favor of 
the covenant. He quoted one: ‘‘ Many of us are Scottish 
Home Rulers because we believe that the power that 


rules us is getting steadily more remote and therefore. 


takes less heed than it used to of our aspirations or 
our grievances. As the logical outcome of this,’’ he 
added, ‘‘a Parliament for Scotland in Edinburgh 
would restore the country’s pride and sense of purpose, 
and enable it to contribute more fully to the life of the 
United Kingdom.’’ It is an interesting straw in a wind 
filled with haystacks. 


DEFICIENCY OF MAKE-UP 

When a sociology professor in Santa Barbara was 
convicted as a burglar on the testimony of the woman 
for whom he had stolen rugs and other house furnish- 
ings, he said he wished he could explain the motive 
that drove him to burglarize wealthy homes. ‘‘I wish 
I could give a clear statement of motive,’’ he said, 
‘*but I don’t think I can. It apparently was because of 
some deep-seated impulse in me and a deficiency in my 
make-up that I just can’t trace.’’ 

The impulse was a sinful, Adamic nature, and the 
deficiency was that he had never accepted Christ as his 
Saviour. Ironically enough his attorney asked the court 
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to free him on probation so that the professor could do 
something creative in the line in which he had been 
trained—sociology and crime-prevention. Thus the 
world attempts to have its sick cure its sicknesses. 
When people turn away from the truth of the Gospel, 
they can fall for absolutely any false idea. 


DR. BROWNE LEAVING IRELAND 

Dr. Noel Browne, member of the Irish Parliament 
who precipitated the crisis which brought about the 
fall of the Government last spring, has announced 
privately that he will leave Eire for good in order to 
carve out a career for himself in public health services, 
possibly in Canada or Australia. Dr. Browne, a 
Catholic, made public the private correspondence with 
the Bishops of the Roman Church in Ireland which 
proved their strangle hold over the Cabinet of Ireland, 
and caused a scandal which rocked the country. The 
Roman Church went to great lengths to suppress the 
truth behind the news, and it was not printed in any 
newspaper in America. Gerald Byrne, writing in the 
Ulster newspaper, the Empire News, says that the 
resignation and emigration of Dr. Browne is liable to 
cause another crisis in Hire. 


PENALTY FOR INDIFFERENCE 

We should be reminded that Plato said, ‘‘The 
penalty good men pay for indifference to public affairs, 
is to be ruled by evil men.’’ 


NON-SECTARIAN PRAYER 

There has been much discussion in New York state 
concerning the proposal to open each day’s session of 
the public schools with a non-sectarian prayer. There 
have been those who oppose it on the grounds that it 
violates the principle of separation of church and 
state. We have not been surprised to see associations of 
Hebrews, and free thinkers oppose the prayer, but we 
have been surprised that some Protestant groups have 
been in favor of it. 

What right does any Christian have to offer a non- 
sectarian prayer? Christ our Lord has said, ‘‘No man 
cometh unto the Father but by Me’’ (John 14:6), 
which means, if it has any meaning at all, that God

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Science and the Bible

It has become an altogether too 
common and popular practice in 
Christian circles to make compari- 
sons between Biblical statements 
and scientific theories. A number of 
Bible verses have been singled out 
and cited as remarkable anticipa- 
tions of subsequent scientific dis- 
eoveries. For example, the verse, 
‘*through faith we understand that 
the worlds were framed by the Word 
of God, so that the things which are 
seen were not made of things which 
do appear’’ (Heb. 11:3) has been 
pointed out as an anticipation of 
present day theories regarding nu- 
clear physics. The most significant 
quality about that which is called 
matter, we are told, is that it has 
in fact no real substance; that is, 
the pages which you hold in your 
hand do not really exist of millions 
of tiny solid particles called mole- 
ecules but simply of innumerable 
opposing fields of force acting upon 
each other in such a way as to give 
the appearance of solid matter to 
the human sensory system. Appar- 
ently the writer of Hebrews realized 
this and hence expressed the illusion 
in the words, ‘‘things which are seen 
were not made of things which do 
appear.’’ Now such a hypothesis is 
understandably attractive and since 
it is intended to increase respect for 
the accuracy of the Bible, even in 
minute details of scientific knowl- 
edge, it has great appeal to sincere 
Christians. But such interpretations 
of Seripture lose sight of two very 
important principles and may well 
prove a bane rather than a blessing. 
There is not only the danger of 
relating Biblical truth to an out- 
moded and discredited scientific 


theory, but at the same time the real 
meaning of the verse is lost through 
the clever manipulation. 


ABSOLUTE vs. RELATIVE TRUTH 

However, before we discuss the 
possibility of comparison between 
scientific statements and Biblical 
verses we would do well to examine 
the essential natures of the two 
sources of information. A good 
understanding of this problem will 
not only establish a definite pre- 
eminence of authority for one of the 
two but will also help to define un- 
mistakable limits within which every 
legitimate comparison between the 
two must be made. Christians believe 
that the Bible is a special divine 
revelation of God in which God has 
taken the initiative to reveal to 
mankind all that in His purpose He 
decided was necessary for them to 
know. Obviously such a revelation 
from God of God will be absolute 
truth. Not that the Bible contains 
all that might be known about God 
but all that God has chosen to reveal 
in it is truth absolutely. On the 
other hand the very nature and 
history of science make such cer- 
tainty concerning its conclusions 
impossible. The pursuit of scientific 
research can never achieve more 
than relative truth. It does not 
represent an accumulation of in- 
formation received through revela- 
tion. On the contrary, the growth 
of science is a history of constantly 
increasing information resulting 
from human investigation or dis- 
covery. 

The pages of scientific research are 
replete with examples of abandoned 
ideas, discarded theories, and re- 
pealed laws resulting from a con- 
tinuous process of adapting earlier 
ideas to more recently discovered 
scientific data. Consequently, we 
have this contrast of opposites; on 
the one hand the Bible bears eternal, 
absolute truth, while on the other, 
science at best contains ephemeral, 
relative truth. Therefore we see that

preeminent authority lies with the 
Bible and not with science. The 
theories of science may well be 
checked by the Bible, but it is im- 
possible that Biblical statements 
should ever be subject to check or 
correction by the findings of science. 


PARALLEL BUT NOT IDENTICAL 

What relationship then does exist 
between scientific statements and 
Biblical truth when they appear to 
refer to similar concepts or even 
identical events? If we recognize 
that preeminent authority lies with 
the Bible in any acknowledged or 
apparent contradiction, there is a 
legitimate ground for comparison 
of secular and Biblical data. But 
one further word of caution is 
necessary. No Biblical truth can 
ever be linked irrevocably with a 
scientific theory.. Scientific state- 
ments may often temporarily paral- 
lel statements in Scripture and this 
apparent agreement may be either 
illusory or real but even the most 
compelling parallelism between 
science and the Bible should never 
lead a Christian to the point where 
he will identify the one with the 
other so that the two will stand or 
fall together, 

To return to the Bible verse 
quoted above, we can now see the 
danger of scientific comparison and 
the fault- of missing the essential 
meaning of the verse. In the first 
instance, any comparison of this 
verse with present laws regarding 
the constitution of matter will have 
limited value. Moreover, if this in- 
terpretation does represent the true 
meaning of the verse then the real 
meaning of this verse has been un- 
known until relatively recently and 
is even now intelligible to very few. 
Furthermore, should subsequent re- 
search reveal that the present physi- 
cal laws in question are incorrect 
the value of the comparison would 
disappear altogether while the 
knowledge of the seeming assumed 
connection would prove acutely em- 
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The Christian faith is grounded 


in the Word of God—all else is finite, 
fallible fantasy by comparison. 





barrassing. To adopt a more general 
interpretation in order to avoid 
these consequences would be to in- 
validate the presumed remarkable 
anticipation of science and render 
the whole proposition fruitless. But 
the most serious result of all this 
pseudo-scientific manipulation of a 
verse is that it has obscured the true 
meaning of the Bible passage. In its 
context it is perfectly clear that 
what the writer meant to convey was 
a sense of the tremendous creative 
power of Almighty God. By faith 
we realize that God called into being 
by the Word of His power the entire 
universe. He did not fashion it from 
preexisting matter but created 
everything from nothing; ‘‘so that 
the things which are seen (now) 
were not made of things which do 
appear (visible preexisting mat- 
ter).’’ 

Perhaps a lesson from history will 
be helpful. Suppose that at a time 
when science taught that the earth 
was at the center of the universe 
with all the heavenly bodies revolv- 
ing around it, a verse in the Bible 
had been singled out to illustrate 
the scientific fact. Rejoicing among 
Christians at this remarkable though 
useless phenomenon would have 
changed to consternation and cha- 
grin when it was later discovered 
that rather than occupying the 
center position of the universe the 
earth is only a small and insignifi- 
cant member of one infinitesimal 
part of the universe, the solar sys- 
tem, and that the sun is the largest 
and most important member of this 
group with the earth one of several 
satellites revolving around it. Per- 
haps the chance of major error in 
celestial mechanics is smaller now 
than it used to be but nevertheless 
it still exists and the dubious benefit 
of identifying the meaning of a 
Bible verse with a scientific theory 
is not worth the risk of imperma- 
nence nor the almost certain be- 
clouding of essential truth. At best 
we can never say more than that a 
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scientific theory appears to parallel 
a Bible verse, but the burden of 
proof lies with science and no later 
correction of a scientific statement 
has any bearing on the Biblical text. 


MIRACLES 

Another rich field for scientific 
speculation with regard to the Bible 
is the problem of miracles. The 
plagues in Egypt, provision for the 
march through Sinai, the healing 
ministry of Jesus, all have to some 
extent been ‘‘explained’’ on the 
basis of eccentric natural laws. 
Strangely enough scientific explana- 
tions of miracles seem to have a 
strong appeal for Christians. It is 
easy to see why opponents of the 
supernatural would attempt to ex- 
plain away Biblical miracles on the 
basis of natural laws and failing 
this to brand the story for which 
no scientific analogy could be found 
as fiction. But it seems to me that 
the desire evidenced by many 
Christians to discover a natural ex- 
planation for miraculous events in 
the Bible must spring either from 
a lack of confidence or faith in the 


Bible or else a failure to appreciate 
the person and power of God. Much 
of the confusion doubtless rises from 
a misconception regarding the word 
miracle. Strictly speaking a miracle 
is simply a ‘‘wonder.’’ That is, the 
event described as a miracle was 
either unexpected or inexplicable to 
the audience. 

This need in no way involve the 
sensationally supernatural; indeed, 
in many cases it does not. That 
the disciples found a man bearing a. 
water pot on his head just as they 
entered the village, as Jesus had told 
them they would, and this was the 
very man who led them to the place 
where they prepared the Passover 
feast required a miracle of timing 
only. But it was a miracle none- 
theless. All psychological explana- 
tions notwithstanding, when Jesus 
healed He did so by the power of 
God and with the purpose of demon- 
strating His ability to cleanse from 
sin at the same time. No natural ex- 
planation is adequate here. 

Most important of all we must 
realize that from God’s point of

I* THE previous chapter attention 
was drawn to the treasures of 
knowledge and culture waiting to 
be discovered, enjoyed, and pos- 
sessed. Here we are not concerned 
with the selection of books and sub- 
jects as such, but rather with the 
mastery of them once it has been 
decided that a certain course of 
study is to be pursued. Our aim is 
to answer the question how. There 
are a number of simple yet interest- 
ing and practical considerations 
which can help you to make the 
most of your time and opportunities. 


@ A Definite Objective 


First of all you should ask your- 
self, ‘‘Why do I want to study? 
What is my goal?’’ Good intentions 
are likely to vaporize and vanish 
unless they are related to some 
definite objective. Such an objective 
is the driving force which helps to 
maintain interest and effort during 
those times when one.is tempted to 
flag and give up. Some for sheer en- 
joyment take up the study of such 
subjects as the history of architec- 
ture, or wild flowers; or read about 
gardening or carpentry to enable 
them to gain deeper enjoyment from 
their hobbies. Study can be voca- 
tional, as in the case of botany for 
the man taking up forestry. Perhaps 
one is studying in order to be able 
to teach others such as the Sunday 
school teacher or the lay preacher 
preparing lessons and addresses. Or 
the reasons may be even more per- 
sonal. A man might take up a series 
of studies for the discipline of his 
own mind and personality, and in 
this case it does not matter very 
much whether the subject is Hebrew 
or astronomy since it is the disci- 
pline of mind that matters. Or the

subject selected may be for the 
general enrichment and strengthen- 
ing of one’s personality. In most 
cases, Of course, the objective is a 
combination of a number of these. 
The main point is—there must be 
an objective. 


@ A Plan of Campaign 


Next a plan of campaign must be 
worked out, as most of us know from 
bitter experience how easy it is to 
find time for everything except the 
one thing that ought to be done. 
When you begin to take yourself in 
hand, however, you need not be 
ashamed or afraid of accepting cer- 
tain limitations and restrictions. It 
is no use overtaxing your powers or 
being senselessly ambitious, or set- 
ting yourself tasks that your limited 
leisure time makes quite impossible. 





Perhaps you left school some years 
ago, and in any case never found 
study particularly easy. Do not let 
this worry you. You will gain real 
pleasure from a gradual assimila- 
tion of new knowledge, and you can 
reckon that your plan of campaign 
is a wrong one if it means continual 
strain and worry. So accept your 
limitations, and encourage yourself 
with the thought that you will im- 
prove, probably rapidly, as you go 
along. 

When working out your weekly 
timetable define your periods of 
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study and then keep to them. These 
are definite appointments that you 
have made, and you will be wise to 
respect them as you would appoint- 
ments with a valued friend. Write 
out your timetable, and refer to it 
frequently. If possible, you should 
keep some special room or desk for 
your work, with as few distractions 
as possible around, as association 
helps to prepare and focus the mind. 
And let the desk be clear of all other 
literature, especially magazines! 
Concentration for most of us is not 
easy, and as far as possible condi- 
tions should be created which favor 
studious work. Your own physical 
condition, the temperature of the 
room, lighting, ventilation, seating, 
and quiet are all important. 

The timetable you have prepared 
will have broken up the task into 
reasonable portions, and as a gen- 
eral principle ‘‘little and often’’ is 
to be preferred to occasional frantic 
attacks. Some people find a varied 
program a help. For example, one 
student may have three hours avail- 
able in the evening, and finds that 
he is fresher and makes more- 


_progress if he works through three 


separate periods contrasted as much 
as possible. Another student finds 
that he does much better work by 
concentrating on just one subject 
all the time. There is no hard and 
fast rule here, and you will be wise 
to experiment and find the method 
best suited to yourself. With certain 
subjects odd times can be used ef- 
fectively; for example, a_ short 
journey by bus or train can be 
turned to good account for Greek 
verbs or French vocabulary, but 
would hardly be suitable for the 
reading of philosophy. Here again, 
do not hesitate to make experiments. 


@ The Technique of Reading 
and Listening 


There is. a technique in reading, 
and reading pace can be consider- 
ably speeded up without any loss 
of quality. There is no need labori- 
ously to say over every word in the 
mind. The main thing is to grasp 
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the principal idea,or ideas of each 
paragraph, and if the book is your 
own make a mark in .the margin 
where the leading thought occurs. 
It is a good plan, by the way, to work 
out your own system of marking 
books, but let it be a simple one. If 
the book is borrowed, make your 
notes on paper. Do not be afraid to 
skip unimportant parts; there is 
nothing sacred about every word 
that the author writes, and your aim 
is to get the best out of the book as 
a whole. It is remarkable the vast 
quantities of reading material that 
some scholars and book reviewers 
get through, and it is all a question 
of intelligent reading and pace that 
increases with practice. You do not 
learn any better by laborious word- 
by-word plodding. 

Not all reading, however, is intelli- 
gent. If your mind is tired, it is no 
use forcing it to work, and there is 
a closer connection between the time 
you go to bed and the value of your 
studies than is often realized. But 
if your mind is reasonably fresh, 
then keep it active and let it move 
freely over the field to be covered. 
Read discerningly, be prepared to 
challenge the author, work out your 
own conclusions ‘and think through 
the difficulties. Perhaps there is part 
of a page that completely stumps 
you. Mark it, leave it for the mo- 
ment, and come back to it later, as 
it may become easier after you have 
read a few more chapters. Stop at 
the end of every chapter or section 
to review the subject. What have 
you learned so far? What new facts 
or principles have come to light? It 
is part of the dignity of man that he 
is a creature who ‘‘looks before and 
after ;’’ he is.able to recapitulate, to 
reason, and review. In your studies 
then act like a man and not like a 


sponge. It is generally a wise plan * 


to read a book or passage at least 
twice, the first time to get a bird’s 
eye view, and the second to grasp 
the detailed thought. Odd, discon- 
nected ideas are of little value, and 
they are not likely to mean very 
much to you unless you can fit them 
into a wider 
framework. This 
is of particular 
importance 
when studying 
the Bible, as all 
kinds of errors 
arise when iso- 


cra 


lated texts are considered apart 
from their setting. Get to know 
what the books and the chapters are 
about, and you will then find it 
much easier to understand indi- 
vidual passages and verses. 

So far we have referred mainly 
to reading, but there is a similar 
technique in listening. Some stu- 





dents prefer to learn through eye- 
gate, and therefore, make use of 
textbooks and correspondence 
courses; others find that they get 
more help from lectures. If you are 
in this latter class; it is necessary to 
distinguish between passive and ac- 
tive listening. Try to let your think- 
ing run on ahead; _it has been well 
said that a lecture is a dialogue with 
one part left out. As you listen, 
watch out for the salient points and 
note these down on paper. More will 
be said about note-taking in the next 
paragraph, but here it should be 
observed that there is a balance be- 
tween taking down every word, 
which is not necessary, and taking 
down so little that the substance of 
the lecture is soon forgotten. 


@ The Importance of Note-Taking 


Note-taking is most important, 
whether one is reading books or 
listening to lectures. One authority 
has said that half the new matter 
taken in is forgotten after the first 
half hour, two-thirds after nine 
hours, three-quarters after six days, 
and four-fifths after a month. Such 
figures are disturbing and eloquent. 
Let there be some system about the 
way you take and preserve your 
notes, but again keep this as simple 
as possible. Elaborate systems are 
rarely successful in practice and 
sooner or later break down, so that 
perhaps a simple loose-leaf book is 
best. Some people like to jot down 
their preliminary notes in rough 
and then enter these up more neatly 
later; while others prefer to make 
their final entries immediately. Ob- 
viously the former involves more 
work, although it. compensates by 
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aiding memory. Brief notes are best: .' 5 


Make sure that you have got to the. 
heart of the matter, and write down — 
concisely your own summary. Later 
read through your notes again and 
again. The object is not just to fill 
up paper, and the notes are your 
notes, waiting to be used. Come 
back to them before you begin to 
face the next section of your studies, 
and through them endeavor to recall 
what was said in the lecture or 
written in the book. Revision’ revives 
earlier impressions and makes them 
deeper and more lasting. 


e@ Aids to Memory 


The careful preparation and use 
of notes just suggested will help you 
to remember. There are also other 
aids which may be enlisted. Some 
doubt seems to exist among the 
authorities as to whether one’s 
‘‘brute’’ or natural memory can be 
improved, but it certainly can be 
trained and manipulated with ob- 
vious advantages. Concentration 
helps, and you. can practice concen- 
tration. Interest likewise is neces- 
sary, and you can look for points of 
interest in what you are studying. 
Interest is a driving force and pro- 
duces remarkable results. You may 
have met the man who shows little 
interest in his daily work and whose 
memory fails him when it comes to 
an examination, 
but who can rattle 
off the names of 
scores of profes- 
sional ball players. 

Make as much 
use as possible of 
the association of 
ideas. If-you can 
tie your new facts 
to old ones, and try to see how these 
new studies relate to what you know 
already; if, in addition, you can 
work out problems and illustrations, 
these will all help you to under- 
stand and memorize, Indeed, you 
will find it hard to memorize unless 
you do understand. It is one thing 
to read through pages of a foreign 
grammar book and assume that it is 
understood, and quite another to 
work accurately through a piece of 
translation. Your knowledge should 
all the time be applied to specific 
problems, and concrete examples 
will fix the facts firmly in’ your 
mind. How often in a sermon, for 
example, people recall the illustra-

Revolution In Our Schools 


Channel Your Gifts To Evangelicals 


HARD WORK 


There is no substitute for hard 
work. Much of the decline in stand- 
ards in our country can be traced to 
the false educational idea that .a 
child can learn pleasantly and ex- 
press himself into really knowing 
something. We must never forget 
that the words disciple and disct- 
pline are from the same root. 

The ideas poured into American 
education from Columbia Univer- 
sity Teachers’ College, under the 
leadership of John Dewey and his 
followers, have set America back on 
the road to the dark ages. There 
needs to be a revulsion of feeling on 
the part of parents and a revolution 
within many of our school systems 
to get back to the heavy discipline 
of rigorous schedules and hard work. 
The students who accept such stand- 
ards for themselves are going to 
take the place of leadership in the 
life of tomorrow. 

Let parents put the following 
paragraphs into the hands of their 
high school students. The statement 
comes from George L. Roberts, and 
was made as he retired from the 
office of president of the Ontario 
Secondary School Teachers’ Federa- 
tion. ‘‘We have amongst us an in- 
creasing number of ‘revisionists’... 
and they are designing for us an. 
education for juvenility—an educa- 
tion of youth by novelty for im-, 
maturity. .. . The new report card 
system . . . is apparently the result 
of pseudo-psychology gone mad... 
a doctrine of avoidance of strain, 
tension, frustration, and evasion of 
external standards. . . . This doc- 
trine would leave to the immature 
individua! the decision on principles 
of right and wrong, good and bad, 
self-indulgence and duty, privileges 
and responsibilities, rather than 
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Confession Of Failure

presenting as inviolable, standards 
of excellence. 

‘Here we see another character- 
istic of modern education—the pre- 
ferment of the psychologist over 
the philosopher. . . . There is much 
unwarranted prating about the 
transcendency of ‘experience’ over 
‘content’ in the curriculum... . We 
are being sold formulas of behavior 
—techniques for ‘winning friends 
and influencing people’—in place 
of the painful building of inner 
integrity. to command respect and 
influence.’’ 

Another leader said that teachers 
were becoming nothing more than 
professionl ‘‘baby sitters,’’ and that 
the elimination of severe examina- 
tions was a ‘‘public disgrace.’’ 
Christian young people should real- 
ize that a part of their Christian 
witness is to prepare themselves for 
life in the hard way. It should be 
definitely accepted that it is a‘sin, 
a positive sin, for anyone to get a B 
if they have an A in mind, and that 
it is a sin to get a C if the mind is 
a B mind. When this is understood, 
the Christian student will give him- 
self to the Lord and to his work, 
and will do his honest best to pre- 
pare himself to be the best witness 
in life that is possible, whatever the 
field of endeavor.

THE GREAT ILLUSION 


The Harvard University Press has 
recently published a volume by John 
U. Nef, chairman of the Committee 
on Social Thought at the University 
of Chicago, under the title of War 


‘and Human Progress. It is a philo- 


sophical book, written for advanced 
thinkers, in a rather heavy style. It 
attacks ‘‘the dark problems of war— 
of war in its relation to civilization, 
to economic development, to the 


‘ progress of science and technology, 


to the progress or the decline of 
eulture.’’ 

The author is a frank unbeliever— 
a humanist of the first water, and 
his book is a sad confession of the 
deception of history. Things should 
have turned out better than they 
have, is his complaint. ‘‘ At the end 
of its analyses,’’ one reviewer re- 
ports, ‘‘we contemplate the collapse 
of the dreams on which the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries 
were nourished, and which expected 
an era of perpetual peace from the 
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development .of science and _ tech- 
nology, from the conquest of nature, 
and from a self-styled automatic 
progress which would reyeal the 
goodness of human nature.”’ 

I am convinced that God is 
forced to allow the collapse of all 
human ideals in order that men 
might learn that there is no. hope 
apart from Him. If mankind could 
really do anything for mankind, 
then there would be no need for God. 
History must pursue its sad course 
until it has been thoroughly demon- 
strated before the visible and the 
invisible universes that there is no 
health or hope in any other will 
than the will of God. 

In the profound words of John 
Nef, the great illusion which has 
reigned for several generations is 
that ‘‘mankind would become more 
‘Christian’ in conduct if it ceased 
to be Christian in belief.’’ One of 
the effects of the Industrial Revolu- 
tion, he remarks, has been to spread 
a conviction, with which the schools 
and universities were imbued at the 
beginning of this century, that in 
the wake of the glorious change 
which broke the modern world’s ties 
with the past, we could ‘‘afford to 
trust the future of philosophical 
truth, morality, and beauty to the 
material progress which increasing 
industrialization has set in motion.’’ 

It is sad, but it is very good, to 
read a modern philosopher’s con- 
fession of the failure of man. He 
does not know and would evidently 
not like to know that he is corrobo- 
rating the Word of God: with every 
line of his book, but he does so. To 
all such God would ery out again 
as He did through Isaiah, ‘‘Cease 
ye from mam whose breath is in his 
nostri.s. . . . Behold the Lord of 
Hosts’’ (Isa. 2 :22-3 :1). 


DISCIPLINE 


The word comes from the same 
root as disciple. If we are going to 
be true followers of Christ, we must 
learn the nature of real discipline. 
I began to think of this when I 
leafed through a booklet of prayers 
which has been prepared for the use- 
of men in the services. More than a 
half million copies of the booklet, 
have been circulated, and it is filled 
with spiritual poison from begin- 
ning to end, though there are the 
few prayers, interlarded with the 
bad ones, which could be prayed by 
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a true Christian provided that he 
gave the sense to the words that he 
was using. 

One of the most horrible prayers 
is attributed to G. Bromley Oxnam, 
a bishop in the Methodist Church 
and former president of the Federal 
Council of Churches. The brief 
prayer runs: ‘‘Our Father, we 
know that Thou art a God of love. 
Help us to understand that Thou 
art also a God of law. Strengthen, 
we beseech Thee, the resolve so to 
discipline ourselves that we may 
obey Thy law and thus become free. 
We thank Thee for Thy Son, who 
disciplined Himself in the garden 
and turned not away from His re- 
solve when He faced the cross. 
Amen.’’ ° y 
- A true Christian could pray the 
first two sentences. But in the third 
we run up against the doctrine that 
salvation is by obeying the law. 
Freedom does not come from obey- 
ing the law, but from believing on 
the vicarious, substitutionary atone- 
ment provided by God in the death 
of His Son. Furthermore, Christ 
was God and did not have to dis- 
cipline Himself in the garden. 
Knowing that He was about to be 
made sin for us, and knowing that 
the wages of sin are the second 
death, He asked that God the Father 


not send Him to the lake of fire 


forever (for this was the cup), and 
He was saved from it, as we read in 
Hebrews 5:7, ‘‘who, in the days of 
His flesh, offered up prayers with 
strong crying and tears unto Him 
who was able to save Him from 
death, and was heard.’’ The cup did 
pass from Him; His soul was not 
left in Hell, nor did His body see 
corruption (Acts 2:27). The minute 
we begin to trifle with false theology 
we arrive at the denial of the Person 
and work of Christ. 


LOOSE THINKING 


Some people think that anything 
that has a little religion in it must 
thereby necessarily be good. They 
see the world pay a compliment to 
‘‘prayer’’ or to ‘‘faith,’’ and think 
it is wonderful, perhaps even a sign 
of revival. But that simply is not 
true, and may, in fact, be one of 
the reasons why God has to curse 
our blessings (Mal. 2:2) and even 
bring dire chastisement upon the 
nation.

This came to mind recently when 
several people handed me an adver-, 
tisement, paid for by the Texas and |’ 
Pacific Railroad, fifth in their series, 
‘“‘How you can make America — 
strong.’’ Some people thought that 
it was a good advertisement and 
that it was a sign of a return to 
faith in our country. To me it is the 
further annourcement of the terrible 
apostacy in our country. 

The lead is a verse from the 
Psalms: ‘‘ Unless the Lord build the 
house .. .’’ The advertisement con- 
tinues: ‘‘T'wice in one lifetime we 
tried to. build peace, both times we 
have failed. And both times God was 
kept from the peace table—the first 
time because the world was ‘too 
busy’; the second time because God 
was barred by Communism. This, 
despite the Bible warning that ‘Un- 
less the Lord build the house, they 
labor in vain that build it.’ A return 
to religion and to the individual 
freedoms of our founding fathers 
will make America strong spiritually 
and morally. Let’s reaffirm our faith 
in God and our faith in the power 
of prayer. Then our labors will not 
be in vain. Let’s all help ty truly 
practicing day by day the principles 
of religion.’’ 

To the undiscerning that all may 
sound fine, but down underneath it 
is as pagan as the prayer of the 
priests of Baal. The true God is not 
going to bless this country simply 
because a lot of people start saying, 
““O God ...O God... .’’ They may 
be praying to any one of a number 
of gods, because Seripture says 
that there be those’ that are called 
gods, as there be gods many and 
lords many, but to us there is but 
one God .(1 Cor. 3:5, 6)..,That one 
true God. is the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. He is barred 
by Unitarians, Jews, and many 
others, just as any thought of God 
is barred by the Communists. The’ 
bar is just as real in one case as in 
the other. 

**No man cometh unto the Father 
but by Me’’ (John 14:6). That is 
true or it is false. If it is true, then 
the above advertisement and every 
similar religious appeal in our na- 
tional religious life is an offense to 
God, the true God. 

What we must have is not a 
national morality founded on the- 
ism, but new life in individuals 
growing out of regeneration through 
faith in the aton:ng death of the 
suffering Saviour.

Being confident of this very thing, that He which hath begun a good 
work in you will perform it until the day of Jesus Christ. Philippians 1:6 


In the epistle to the Philippians 
the precious truth of the second 
coming of our Lord is set forth in 
a most interesting manner. In this 
letter the great apostle is not con- 
cerned with the nature of our Lord’s 
coming, nor has he anything to say 
of the time or the place of His 
coming. He writes of how we are to 
live until the Lord comes. 

To one familiar. with this little 
letter it is no surprise to find ‘‘the 
servant of our Lord Jesus Christ’’ 
setting forth the present practical 
implications of our Lord’s return. 
‘For me to live is Christ,’’ is the 
theme of the epistle. ‘‘Let this mind 
be in you which was also in Christ 
Jesus,’ is its appeal. In looking 
forward to ‘‘the day of Jesus 
Christ,’’ Paul sets forth the power 
for our holy living, the pattern for 
our holy living, the motive for our 
holy living, and the reward for our 
holy living. 

The reference to our Lord’s re- 
turn is found in two expressions 
used by the apostle. These are ‘‘the 
day of Jesus Christ’’ or ‘‘the day 
‘of Christ’’ (1:10, 1:6, 2:16); and 
the expression of expectation ‘‘ ... 
From whence also we look for the 
Saviour’’ (3:20). Each of ‘these 
phrases which bears on the day of 
Jesus Christ, does so in a manner 
which emphasizes our holy living in 
this present hour. It is as though 
the saints at Philippi had asked 
Paul the question, ‘‘ What shall we 
do until the Lord returns?’’ The 
letter to the Philippians is the an- 
swer: ‘‘Live ina holy manner until 
He comes!’’ 

In our first passage (1:6), Paul 
sets forth the power which enables 
us to live a holy life. ‘‘ Being confi- 
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dent of this very thing, that He, 
which hath begun a good work in 
you, will perform it until the day 
of Jesus Christ.’’ In characteristic 
fashion, Paul has no doubt about 
the possibility of the believer’s 
living a sanctified life. The word 
‘‘eonfident’’ comes from the Greek 
word ‘‘having been persuaded and 
still remaining so.’’ He writes from 
personal experience knowing how 
the Lord has enabled him to live 
righteously in the midst of a sinful 
world. He appeals, too, to their own 
experience. A good work has been 
begun in them. What is this good 
work? It is the work of faith which 
accepts Christ as Saviour and then 
surrenders to the will and pleasure 
of God. You will remember that on 
one occasion the people asked our 
Lord, ‘‘ . . . What shall we do, that 
we might work the works of God? 
Jesus answered and said unto them, 
This is the work of God, that ye 
believe on Him whom He hath sent’’ 
(John 6:29). 

The initial work of God is faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ. This He 
begins in us. ‘‘For by grace are ye 
saved through faith, and that, not 
of yourselves, it is the gift of God, 
not of works lest any man should 
boast’? (Eph. 2:8, 9). Faith, as a 
life, is begun in us. The word 
‘*begun’’ in the Greek has the prefix 
en equivalent to our English ‘‘in.’’ 
Paul’s emphasis, here, is on faith 
which has been worked into us by 
God, not a faith which man can 
regard as a contribution to his 
salvation. 

What is the nature of the good 
work? In the term ‘‘work’’ we have 
the idea of activity. This in-worked 
faith will manifest itself in outward 
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conduct. The standard of conduct 
will be the good pleasure and will 
of God. ‘‘For the One who is work- 
ing in you is God, in you, your- 
selves, both to will and to work His 
good pleasure.’’ The apostle literally 
says, ‘‘in the interests of the good 
pleasure.’’ The child of God should 
always have the interests of his 
Heavenly Father in his heart. 

Is it always possible to do the 
will of God? Is- there no condition 
on earth in which we may fail our 
Father in Heaven? There is only 
one, our selfwill. For our text ex- 
plicitly says that ‘‘He, who has 
begun a good work . .. will bring 
it to a finish up to—even up to— 
Jesus Christ’s day’’- (Gk.). From 
our regeneration, to our presenta- 
tion in the presence of the Father, 
moment by moment He will con- 
tinue His good work in us. What a 
provision, what power, what a pos- 
sibility for' holy living in a sinful 
world. This is our privilege, for it 
is His promise. 

In verses ten and eleven of this 
first chapter the pattern for our 
holy living is set forth. Three things 
are to characterize our conduct. We 
are to approve excellent things, we 
are tobe sincere, and we are not to 
be an offense. Christian discernment 


is a gift of grace. Not only are we 


to possess it but we are to use it as 
well. Paul actually says, ‘‘Keep 
testing the differing things.’’ We 
live in a complex world. Each day 
brings its varied experiences to us. 
Some are of the Lord and some of 
the world. Some appeal to the 
Spirit, others to the flesh. Some are 
of His grace, others would lead to 
disgrace. What are we to do? ‘‘We 
are to keep on approving the ex- 
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cellent things . .. ’’ It would be 
better to use the word ‘‘prove’’ for 
Paul uses a term of the chemist and 
the miner who take the elements 
and the ore and test them for their 
purity. Through the study of the 
Word, and by the witness of the 
Spirit, being energized by the work 
of God from within, we are in a 
position to make the proper choices 
which will enable us to live as 
saintly children of God. 

Then we shall be sincere. ‘‘Sin- 
cere’? is from the Latin -sinecera 
“‘without -wax.’’ To a Roman this 
word had a story. If we were to 
visit -one of the big department 
stores in Roman times,.we would 
discover counters of various vases, 
Let us suppose that one of the be- 
lievers in Philippi was on a visit to 
Rome and was desirous of bringing 
back a gift for his wife. He would 
approach the counter with the vases 
and, find one whicli appealed to him. 
Forgetting for the moment its 
fragility, he presses his fingers 
against it. The pressure topples it 
from the counter to the floor and 
the gorgeous vase is cracked. What 
is to be done? In consternation he 
tells the clerk what has happened. 
But all is well. Nothing has hap- 
pened that a little wax will not 
repair. Retouched with glaze, the 
vase, still cracked to be sure, looks 
as it did. But vessels, fit for the 
Master’s use (2 Tim. 2:21) must be 
unto honor. There must be ‘no 
cracks. There must be ‘‘no touching 
up.’’ God demands perfection, 
nothing else. 

The Greek word for ‘‘sincere’’ 
suggests an interesting thought. The 
meaning of the word is ‘‘to submit 
to the sun,’’ as though to say ‘‘ bring 
into the sunlight your conduct and 
let it withstand its bright rays.’’ 
Does this not suggest to us that we 
are to live so that at any moment if 
the Lord Jesus comes, we need not 
be ashamed in His presence? 

Not only are we to be ‘‘sincere,’’ 
but also we are ‘‘not to .be an 
offense.’’ Paul is saying that we are 
to. so live before the world that 
there will be nothing against us that 
will ruin our testimony. The root 
idea of the word ‘‘offense’’ has the 
picture within it of a stone of 
stumbling. Some stones seem to be 
very firmly set in the ground. But 
when the weight of one’s body 
presses upon them they begin to 
give way. There are many believers 
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who are stones of stumbling. They 
‘are living stones, they belong to our 


Lord Jesus Christ, but when the’ 


pressure of criticism comes, when 
things go awry, they begin to loosen 


. from the ground in which they were 


seemingly set. Their testimony for 
the Lord is overthrown. Paul tells 
us that we are not to be overthrown. 
We are to be without offense. 

Is it possible to be without 
offense? Is it possible to be sincere? 
How can we be in a position to have 
spiritual discernment in all things? 
Paul replies: ‘‘ Being filled with the 
fruits of righteousness’? (1:11) is 
the answer to good conduct in the 
Lord. It is a moment by moment 
process. God expects us to show the 
results of our salvation in the man- 
ner of our living. ‘‘Righteousness’’ 
has latent within it the idea of our 
being on the level with God. When 
we determine within our hearts to 
be honest with Him we shall have 
no difficulty in pleasing Him. But 
can we be thus righteous? Paul an- 
swers in the affirmative. This right- 
eousness is not of ourselves, but of 
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the Lord. It is. the righteousness 
provided for us in Jesus Christ. It 
is made operative in us by His risen 
life. The Holy Spirit makes it pos- 
sible for us to know the righteous- 
ness of Christ as He takes the Word 
and speaks to our hearts for it is 
His office to ‘‘convict us of 
righteousness, ’”’ 

And why are we to be righteous? 
‘* Unto the praise and glory of God.’’ 
Only we are in the position to com- 
mend the goodness of God. Only 
we are in a position to be Lordlike. 
We alone can adorn the doctrine in 
the written Word. The Gospel which 
the world reads is the Gospel ac- 
cording to us. When filled with the 
fruits of righteousness, we shall 


-adorn the doctrine acceptably unto 


God and at the same time be a good 
testimony to those who know not 
the Lord. And here again we have 
the time given, ‘‘till the day of 
Christ.’’ Our living for the present 
is a looking unto the future for His 
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return. It will be the hope of seeing’ ’ 
Him which will encourage us to live 
in a holy manner till He comes. : 

As we turn tu the second chapter 
we note that we have the motive for 
holy living expressed. We are to be 
missionaries in a world of darkness 
holding forth the Word of life. We 
too often think of a missionary as 
one who preaches the Word of God 
in a foreign land. Paul’s suggestion 
at verse fourteen is somewhat start- 
ling for he starts off by saying that 
as missionaries our first task is not 
to ‘‘gripe’’ at home. ‘‘ Do all things 
without murmurings and disputings. 
That ye may be blameless and harm- 
less, the sons of God without rebuke, 
in the midst of a crooked and per- 
verse nation, among whom ye shine 
as lights in the world; Holding 
forth the Word of life... ’’ (2: 
14-16). 

It is difficult to believe that the 
life of a missionary is so practical. 
Whether across the sea, or across 
the street, we are to be ‘‘gripeless’’ 
believers, not given to quarreling. 
We are not to live as men! We are 
to live as the sons of God, without 
rebuke. Our lives, as lamps, must 
shine for the Lord in a world of sin. 
We must be more than men, we 
must be as God Himself. Only then 
ean our preaching of the Word be 
effective. Today we need men to live 
for Christ. When we live for Him 
we have the greatest defense of the 
Gospel in our grasp. The greatest 
foe to the Christian faith today is 
the believer who will not live for His 
Lord. 

As we live for Him we can hold 
forth the Word of life—iterally 
hold it up: The greatest argument in 
support of the Word of God is a 
Christian life..And as we shine for 
Him we shall have no difficulty in 
giving forth a testimony to which 
the world will listen. 

In the last passage of our study 
(3:20, 21), Paul sets forth the prom- 
ised blessing of our holy living. He 
reminds us that our ‘‘conversation 
—citizenship’’ is in Heaven. We 
must live out of the abundance of 
faith which is ours in Christ Jesus. 
That is why our lives must be differ- 
ent—not in the sense of being 
peculiar—but in the sense of being 
holy in the midst of a sinful world. 
Whether we live or speak we are to 
have the person of Christ about us.

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The Internal Revenue Code of 
the Federal Government contains a 
number of provisions that encourage 
charitable and religious gifts. These 
provisions are designed: to ease the 
tax burden on persons who found 
and foster charitable and religious 
organizations. Unfortunately, a 
great many Christians are not fa- 
miliar with the provisions, or they 
do not understand their effect. In 
addition, even those who are familiar 
with the general features of the law 
are not aware of the many different 
ways in which they can be used to 
further the Lord’s work, and at the 
same time reduce federal taxes. 
These provisions become more im- 
portant as tax rates are increased 
(as they have been for 1952). The 
staff of Erernrry feels that your 
attention should be drawn to the 
tax consequences of Christian stew- 
ardship. , 

Lest we be misunderstood, we do 
not intend to suggest questionable 
methods of avoiding taxes, nor do we 
suggest any so-called ‘‘loop holes’’ 
or corner-cutting schemes. Every 
citizen has both a legal and a moral 
obligation to render unto Caesar the 
things that are Caesar’s, but in addi- 
tion, every Christian has a duty to 
render unto the Lord the things that 
are His. No one is expected to pay 
more than his fair share of the tax 
burden as determined by the laws 
passed by Congress. Our federal 
courts have said that it is enough 
of.a burden to pay one’s fair share 
of taxes without paying more than 
the law requires. 
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Public policy favors the granting 
of tax deductions for contributions 
to Christian and charitable work, 


and this is as it should ‘be. By so- 


doing, the government is relieved of 
a burden to support those who are 
unable to care for themselves, those 
who would have been supported by 
the government were it not for the 
private agencies that are maintained 
by such contributions. More than 
that, however, the favorable tax re- 
lief granted to contributors is more 
than justified by the inestimable 
millions of dollars saved by the 
government which it would have to 
spend for additional penal institu- 
tions, hospitals, and courts of law 
were it not for the Christian church, 
which has the power that trans- 


forms lives and lifts men out of the 
sub-moral realm. 

Certainly we, as Christians, in 
fulfilling our Christian obligations, 
have a responsibility to God to man- 
age that with which we have been 
entrusted, with as much care as men 
of the world use in managing their 
affairs. We do not advocate giving 
to Christian work for the sole pur- 
pose of saving income taxes, of 
course; our purpose, rather, is to 
suggest to Christian people ways in 
which they might have a larger 
share in the Lord’s work with the 
means which they have at their dis- 
posal, and which they might have at 
their disposal without recognizing 
it. Perhaps we may suggest some

ABRAHAM TOOK ANOTHER WIFE (25:1).

It is sad to note that 
these six sons became so mixed with 
Ishmael that they could no longer be dis- 
tinguished one from the other (Gen. 37 :28; 
Jud. 8:22-26). Perhaps it is a warning to 
us that we can, even after we have been 
blessed with Isaac, go on producing works 
that are in the flesh. God does not eradicate 
our old nature, but He makes it possible 
for us to live above it. We must, day by 
day, avail ourselves of His power, lest we 
produce tares in the midst of the wheat. 
These children became the fathers of the 
Arab peoples, and while God has a future 
place for them, they have been out of the 
will of ‘God for centuries. 

LORD, OVERRULE OUR MISTAKES, 

March 3 
ABRAHAM GAVE ALL THAT HE HAD TO ISAAC 
(25:5) 

Abraham had clear sense of the fitness 
of spiritual things. He was not like Isaac, 
wishing to bless Esau. Abraham clearly 
comprehended the special nature of the 
covenant promises which had been made to 
him, and which had been declared to belong 
to Isaac. He accepted this by faith and 
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gave all that he had to this son. In pass- 
ing, we should note that a parent does not 
have the right to leave property to an 
unsaved child. How often we see parents 
parceling out their property as though it 
belonged to them instead of being a trust 
from God for which they shall be held 
strictly responsible. With Abraham there 
was no swerving from the clear path of 
spiritual duty. The servant had been able 
to tell the family of Rebekah that Abra- 
ham had given to Isaac all that he pos- 
sessed (24:36), and with the coming of 
six more sons Abraham had not sought 
to alter the spiritual rightness of his 
decision. 
LORD, MAY WE NEVER DEVIATE FROM 
PRINCIPLE. 

March 4 


ABRAHAM SENT THEM AWAY FROM ISAAC 


HIS SON (25:6) 


At every. moment of decision Abraham 
gives a clear witness to his knowledge that 
the spiritual and the carnal or worldly 
cannot be mixed, arid that they must not 
be mixed. God had told him from the be- 
ginning, “Get thee out . . .” and Abraham 
had understood more and more as repeated 
separations had come his way. He had had 
to leave home, friends, and kindred; to be 
separated from Egypt, from the best lands, 
and from Lot. He had made his servant 
swear that he would never take a bride for 
Isaac from the women of the country. He 
had sent Ishmael away when the latter 
mocked at Isaac. Now that there are other 
children by Keturah, Abraham gives them 
gifts and sends them away. They shall 
have no portion with Isaac. They shall not 
be allowed to live where they might in- 
fluence Isaac. There is to be no compro- 
mise. 

LORD, TEACH US TRUE SEPARATION. 


March 5 
A GOOD OLD AGE (25:8) 

Eternity is better than time, but there 
is something about the nature of eternal life 
that can make it possible for God to draw 
time out for one of his own and let him live 
on to advantage upon the earth. For the 
continuation of the race God has created 
within man a strong will to live, and this 
desire for life is a part of our humanity. 
He has promised long life as a part of the 
only promise that is attached to the com- 
mandments: “That thy days may be long 
in the land which the Lord thy God giveth

thee” (Ex. 20:12). The Psalm that begins 
by describing the one that dwelleth in the 
secret place of the Most High, ends by 
promising, “I will be with him in trouble;

The Hebrew of our text says that Abra- 
ham was satisfied with days. He had had a 
full life, and it had been filled with God.

We will know our loved ones in Heaven. 
The only paragraph of comfort which God.

up to meet the Lord in the air (1 Thess. 
4:13-18). There is no soul-sleeping, or any 
kind of separation in death. For the be- 
liever, death is the entrance into life that 
is complete, and it is all gain (Phil. 1:21). 
This verse does not refer to the fact that 
Abraham’s body was buried in the same - 
cave with the bones of Sarah, though that 
was the case. This is the announcement of 


‘life after death, and of fellowship between 


those who have loved while here on the 
earth. Since the beggar was gathered to 
“Abraham’s bosom” (Lk. 16:22), he was 
gathered to his people, also, for the people 
of Abraham are the people of God. 


March 7 


‘ISAAC AND’ ISHMAEL BURIED HIM (25:9) 


So far as we know this is the last act 
that the two half brothers ever performed 
together. From then on the hand of Ish- 
mael has been turned against Isaac, and 
even today the Arab fights the Jew in the 
land of Abraham. It is a providence of 
God that is strange to us, and yet we see 
it in the pages of the Word ana on the 
pages of history. Yet the Book also tells 
us that Ishmael shall have blessings from 
God, and there are similar blessings an- 
nounced for Esau (Gen. 16:10; 17:20; 
27:39, 40). Theré should be no quarrels 
between brethren. How terrible it is that 
the death of a loved one should be no more 
than a temporary truce between relatives 
who are not at one with each other. Shall 
we not seek to live in love so that there 
shall be no thought in our hearts that is 
not one of forgiveness and love towards 
all?

GOD BLESSED HIS SON ISAAC (25:11) 

Isaac is a double portrait of soriship. 
Not only have we seen him as the son of 
the father, being offered up, but he also 
represents our own sonship with the 
Father. Just as Abraham gave all that he 
had to Isaac, so God appointed Christ to 
be heir of all things (Heb. 1:2). But he 
is also a picture of our own position, for 
we are the children of Abraham through 
faith, and are thus the children of God.

God is willing to bless us even as He 
blessed Isaac. All the wealth of the 
Father and the Son becomes ours through 
our sonship. It was entirely of grace be- 
cause of God’s covenant with Abraham 
that the blessing came upon Isaac, and it 
is entirely because the Lord spared not His 
own Son, but delivered Him up for us all 
that-we freely receive all things with Him

They are full of children, 
and leave the rest of their substance to 
their babes” (Psa. 17:13, 14). Often we 
will see that those who live after the flesh 
are seemingly fruitful, and our spirit will 
cry, “we are weak, but ye are strong; ye 
are honorable, but we’are despised” (1 Cor. 
4:10). It is then that we shall begin to 
learn the lesson that a single fruit from 
God is more than a cluster in the world. 
LORD, TEACH US PATIENCE.

ISAAC INTREATED THE LORD, FOR SHE WAS 
BARREN (25:21) 

Compare the ages of Isaac shown in 
this paragraph. He was forty when he 
took Rebekah to wife (v. 20), and he was 
sixty when she bare Esau and Jacob 
(v. 26). There were twenty years of lonely 
sighing. Rebekah, the beloved of his heart, 
produced no seed. Isaac had been taught 
from childhood that the promises of seed 
as the stars and the sands were to be 
fulfilled through Him. Thus it is with the 
child of God who wishes to grow spirit- 
ually. There will be the grief of barren- 
ness, and we shall be forced back upon 
the Lord to intreat Him. At least Isaac did 
not make the mistake of taking a Hagar 
and producing another Ishmael. Patience 
produces an impatience which cries out 
with the Psalmist, “It is time for Thee, 
Lord, to work” (Psa. 119:126). It is when 
our hearts are thus prepared that we may 
expect to see results.

THE LORD WAS INTREATED OF HIM (25:21) 
God never is before His time, and He 
never is behind.

Even so, when we are conscious of the 
presence of the life of the Spirit, we be- 
come conscious of the opposition of the 
flesh within, the two lusting against each 
other.

God, as the Creator of all things, has an 
unlimited right over all. it was of His 
own good pleasure that He created the 
world at all: there was nothing that had 
any claim upon Him to call it into exist- 
ence.” When the world was in chaos, “no 
part of the matter had any claim above 
the rest; that which was leit inert had no 
reason to complain that it was not endured 
with vegetative power; nor vegetables, 
that ‘they were not enriched with animal 
life; nor animals, that they were not 
possessed of reason; nor our first parents, 
that they were created inferior to angels. 
Nothing had any claim upon its Maker. 
He had the same right overall as ‘the 
potter has over the clay, to make one ves- 
sel to honor, and another to dishonor’; nor 
could any presume to say, ‘Why hast Thou 
made me thus?’ (Rom. 9:20, 21). If this 
then be true, what claim can man have 
upon his Maker now?

AN INCONSISTENT LIFE MAKES A TONGUE-TIED CHRISTIAN 
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Two Chapters of St. Paul - 
1 Corinthians 13, Romans 12 
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ALL ELSE PASSES ... 
VERSE EIGHT (continued) and 
VERSES:NINE and TEN. 

Inspired teaching, tongues, doc- 
trine, all these, wherever they be, 
shall cease, for knowledge and teach- 
ing ave both imperfect, and imper- 
fection shall give way to perfection. 

Love is the perfect possession. The . 
inspired teaching of spiritual lead- 
ers, men of insight and mystic gifts, 
which, before the completion of an 
authoritative New Testament canon, 
held a high place in the Chureh, had 
its term and limitation. The com- 
pleted Bible succeeded it. ‘‘Proph- 
ecy,’’ no more needed, passed away. 
The ‘‘tongues,’’ the ecstatic utter- 
ances, that- feature of early worship 
which Paul appears rather to have 
permitted than encouraged, were 
destined similarly to outlive their 
vogue. Doctrine, likewise, must pass 
before the reality with which it has 
to deal. Love, in the presence of God 
Himself alone retains its validity, 
for ‘‘God is Love,’’ and love sur- 
vives when faith and hope them- 
selves become irrelevant. 


... BUT LOVE ABIDES. 
VERSES ELEVEN and TWELVE. 

When I was a child I used to talk, 
think, and reason like a child. When 
I became a man I discarded childish 
ways. For now we see as in a mirror, 
in a way which puzzles us. Then we 
shall see face to face. 


‘ 
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The theme of Verse 10 introduces 
the conclusion. On this imperfect 
earth the only perfect thing is love, 
the only unmarred fragment of 
God’s Image. Two similes deal with 
this. Childhood has its own char- 

‘ acteristics in speech, disposition and 
mentality. They pass away before 
maturity. So runs man’s knowledge 
of God. His view of reality is but a 
mirror view, seen in the polished 
bronze. Burnished mirrors of bright 
bronze were a Corinthian specialty. 
They were exported all over the 
Empire, and Corinthians would find 
Paul’s figure a vivid one. The art 
of silvering glass was not discovered 
until the 13th Century. Of ancient 
mirrors Corinth had the best. 

And perhaps the more educated 
among the readers of the letter 
thought of a famous passage’ in 
Plato. In an effort to show that a 
deeper reality might lie beyond the 
bounds and barriers of sense and 
material things, the great Greek 
philosopher once devised a famous 
analogy. ‘‘Imagine,’’ he said, ‘‘peo- 
ple sitting in a cave with their backs 
to the entrance. Past the entrance, 
and raised somewhat behind them, 
runs a highway filled with all man- 
ner of passing life. A light throws 
the shadow of all this moving 
pageant on the wall of the cave, 
where the people sit, and they watch 
its varied shape and movement. In 
their simplicity they imagine that 
the shadow is the substance. Reality, 
so vivid, so concrete, lies behind 
them. They, poor souls, are satisfied 
with a pale reflection.’’ Tennyson 
had the passage in mind when he 
pictured the Lady of Shalott sitting 
before her.mirror and watching the 
reflected picture of the road to 


Camelot. It is also, of course, an odd. 


propheey of the movies—where 
people sit with a light high-raised 
behind them,,.and see reflected 
shadows, and mistake them some- 
times for reality. Had Paul the 
Platonic figure in mind? If he had 
not, he certainly was bent on putting 
the same truth into speech. In our 
mortal blindness we see little enough 
of the great realities. All oure at- 
tempts to apprehend divine Truth 
are but blurred images. In love 
alone lies perfection. 


THE GREATEST OF ALL. 
VERSE TWELVE (continued) and 
VERSE THIRTEEN. 

Now I know but partially. Then 
I shall know indeed, even as 1 have 
been known. And now remain faith, 
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hope, love, these three. And of them 
the greatest is love. 

Perfect knowledge, therefore, 
must wait. Oliver Wendell Holmes 
once interpreted life in the termi- 
nology of a mathematical fraction. 
He set an exclamation mark over a 
question mark. In the device he pic- 
tured an upper and a lower world 
separated by the thinnest of divi- 
sions. Below is questing, search for 
truth, and many an unanswered 
problem. Above lies the astonished 
answer. This truth Paul has in mind. 
We shall know one day. Meanwhile 
we can only trust, hope, and love. 
And on that phrase there is nothing 
to say. The words, says Ramsay, 
‘‘eannot be explained because they 
are so simple, and so final. They 
stand there once and forever, inter- 
preting themselves—to be read and 
understood by all, and not to be 
weakened by the feeble attempts of 
a commentator. 

We can leave it at that and re- 
joice in the truth. 


The Twelfth Chapter of the 
Letter to Rome 


THE DEDICATED LIFE 


I. ROME AND THE ROMANS. 

Very soon after his letters to 
Corinth, perhaps in the winter of 
56-57 A.D., Paul wrote his famous 
letter to the Roman Christians. The 


_apostle had long had his eyes on 


the western end of the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. Spain especially was in 
his thoughts, and no extension of 
the Gospel in these distant lands 
and waters could be contemplated 
without establishing first at Rome, 
the capital of the Empire, a strong 


body of well-informed intelligent. 


Christian thought. 

In thought Paul was an imperial- 
ist. It was his clear intention to plant 
the message of the cross in the great 
seaports, and on the crossroads of 
trade and commerce, in the centers 
of thought, and government. Rome, 
in such strategy, could not be over- 
looked. The origin of the Church in 
the great city is hidden in obscurity, 
but as early as 52 A.D. disputes be- 
tween Jews and Christians had led 
the Emperor Claudius to banish the 
ghetto (Acts 18:2). By the time the 
apostle wrote his letter to Rome the 
faith of the little band was known 
and praised the world over (Rom. 
1:18), and six years later, accord- 
ing to Tacitus, ‘‘an immense multi- 
tude’’ of Christians were involved 
in the ugly Neronian persecution. 
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They were of varied fortune and 
status. There were ‘‘those of the 
household of Narcissus,’’ Claudius’ 
vile freedman. There were such as 
Hermes, whose house, outside Rome, 
was discovered and excavated in 
1932. There were slaves and free, 
rich and poor. Much evidence sug- 
gests that, very early in time, the 
Gospel reached high in the ranks of 
Rome’s aristocracy. It ever reached 
low. It must have been a varied con- 
gregation, Gentile predominantly, 
but with a sprinkling of Jews, who 
gathered to hear the difficult. chap- 
ters of Paul’s great theological 
treatise. 

The Rome of the day lives vividly 
in Tacitus’ most lurid books. The 
fear-ridden world of the aristocracy, 
the red-haired prince, sadistic and 
unbalanced, the philosopher Seneca, 
murder, suicide, intrigue, the march- 
ing legions on the noisy frontiers, 
the pampered soldiery of the house- 
hold corps, the crowded streets and 
the surging masses, hungry for 
doles of bread and games, all this 
passes before the imagination’s eye. 
In this vast metropolis, among the 
brilliant few, amid the teeming poor, 
deep in the midst of the mass of 
toiling slaves, the apostle hoped to 
plant the transforming faith, or to 
find it planted and to foster it. He 
had seen it blossom in the rank soil 
of Corinth. Why not Rome? 


II. THE TEXT. 


THE LIVING SACRIFICE. 
VERSE ONE. 

I therefore implore you, brothers, 
in the name of God’s mercies, to 
dedicate your bodies as a living 
sacrifice, consecrated to God, well 
pleasing to him, which is the service 
proper to your nature. 

This chapter, which is to cover 
every phase of life with detailed 
precept and exhortation, begins 
with an appeal to the most compel- 
ling of motives. God’s compassionate 
dealings with man never failed to 
stir the wonder of the one-time rebel 
and persecutor of the Church. Con- 
sider 15:30 where Paul uses exactly 
the same formula of appeal, and the 
same preposition, to introduce that 
in which motive is found. It ap- 
peared to the apostle, as it has ap- 
peared to all saints of earth, an 
obvious duty to respond to God’s 
love with all the poor means in man’s 
power. Man has a body, the instru- 
ment and vehicle of his mind and 
spirit. Let him take it and ‘‘place it

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Into His Ministry

After we are publicly manifested as 
the sons of God we become the im- 
mediate target of Satan’s onslaughts. 
Thus it was with our Lord; thus it 
will be with us. “As He is, so are we 
in this world” (1 John 4:17). Im- 
mediately following the baptism of 
our Lord there came the temptation 
of the Devil. I usually try to warn 
young converts that they are to-ex- 
pect attacks of the Devil before they 
have gone ten minutes from the place 
of their acknowledgment and con- 
fession. 

There is one great difference be- 
tween the temptation of our Lord and 
that which comes to us. Christ was 
able to say, “The prince of this world 
cometh and hath nothing in Me” 
(John 14:30). We who have the fifth 
column of the Adamic nature within 
us, lusting after sin and lusting against 
the Spirit, are forced to say, The 
prince of this world cometh and hath 
plenty in me. Satan’s thrust came 
against our Lord because Satan is the 
enemy and hates the Son of God in 
whom the Father is well pleased. The 
thrust against us comes because we 

- belong to the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Stand apart from Christ, and Satan 
will not attack you. Move nearer to 
the Lord and you will find that the 
battle grows fiercer and hotter as you 
approach Him. “If ye were of the 
wotld, the world would love his own.” 
It.is when you are manifest as the 
elect of God, joined to the Son, that 

-. the fiery darts of the wicked one are 
launched against you. Satan wastes 
no ammunition on those who are 
dead in trespasses and sin. Wher the 
Father acknowledges you as one of 
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The fourth in a series of helpful studies by the Editor 
on the meaning of our position in the body of Christ 


the sons chosen in eternity for eter- 
nity, then Satan looks at you, judges 
your weakness as best he can see it, 
and puts on one or another of his 
masks, and comes to you as an angel 
of light or as a roaring lion, seeking 
whom he may devour. It may be that 
he will judge you contemptible and 
unworthy of his personal efforts— 
one little demon: may be assigned to 
your downfall, if that is the measure 
of your spiritual resistance; and: in 
some cases he will feel that he can 
husband his finite resources and leave 
you merely to your own Adamic 
nature which you permit to reign in 
carnal triumph. 

There are two ways of treating this 
section of our subject; in five hours 
or in five minutes. It is the para- 
graph method that must of necessity 
be ours here, as it is with every phase 
of this vast subject, since we are 
moving from eternity to eternity in a 
few studies. All we can do is sketch 
the outline, and you must fill in the 
color. We pass on to the next point, 
then, with the pregnant remark that, 
as we are baptized into our Lord’s 
conflict with the enemy, so are we 
baptized into His triumph. over the 
enemy. We would treat this at greater 
length here were it not for the fact 
that it aill have much fuller treatment 
when we come to the glory of His 
resurrection. 

His Ministry and Ours 

Immediately after His victory over 
Satan, our Lord plunged into His 
active ministry; and the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit into the body of Christ 
identifies us ‘with His ministry. In 
fact, one of the main purposes of the 
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Lord in forming the body of Christ, 

and we may probably say His main © 
purpose for this present age, is: that 
we might represent Him here; that 
we might be love to the loveless, joy 
to the sorrowing, comforters to the 
weak, life unto the chosen, and death 
unto the judged. He left us here that 
in His name we might give meat to 
the hungry and drink to the thirsty; 
that we might exercise hospitality to’ 
the. stranger; that we might clothe 
the naked, minister to the sick, and 
visit the prisoner. Out of the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit into. the body of 
Christ has come every. movement that’ 
has articulated, that body to build hos- 
pitals, orphan homes, asylums for the 
blind, the crippled, and the insane. 
Out of the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 
into: the body of Christ has come 
every movement of service that has. 
freed slaves, ameliorated the lot of 
the prisoner, and all the rest that has 
been called social service. The tears 
of Wilberforce, of Shaftesbury and of 
Booth, were the tears of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Everything a modern 
socialist government can ever think 
of for the benefit of a human being 
has been stolen straight. out of 
Christianity, and is the attempt of 
Satan to duplicate the good works of. 
believers which glorify the Father ‘in 
Heaven. Madame Chiang Kai-Shek 

pointed out that Confucianism ven- 
erated ancestors but had never built 
a. home for the aged.. It takes Christ 
to reach into the need of dying hu- 
manity, and He stretches out: from 
Heaven today for surrendered hearts. 
through which He can manifest His. 
love unto the world. That is why you 
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are in the body of Christ: that the 
Head might articulate you to minister 
as He ministered. 

A Baptism of Love 

When you comprehend the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit you will come to 
realize that it is a baptism of love. As 
you yield to Him you will be moti- 
vated by His love. This love is shed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
Spirit. He who was moved with com- 
passion will by His Holy Spirit move 
us with compassion. Of all the stories 
told about the Lord Jesus while He 
was here on earth, there is one that 
most moves me to lové and worship 
Him. It is one of the several stories 
concerning the cleansing of lepers. In 
some instances the Lord spoke the 
healing word and the lepers were 
cleansed. But mine is the story of the 
leper in the first chapter of Mark. 
“There came a leper to Him, beseech- 
ing Him, and kneeling down to Him, 
and saying unto Him, If Thou wilt, 
Thou canst make me clean” (1:40). 
I see in this man’s life something 
more than leprosy. I see the stark 
loneliness that had caused him more 
pain than his bodily ill. Oh, how a 
leper must have been torn to shreds 
in all his emotions as his wife and his 
children came outside the city to him, 
carrying food each day, standing a 
few feet away, not daring to ap- 
proach. He could not put his hand on 
his children’s heads. There were loved 
lips that could not be kissed, loved 
hands that might not be touched. The 
Lord could have cleansed him with a 
word, but He knew the heart and was 
going to meet its need as well. “Jesus, 
moved with compassion, put forth 
His hand and touched him.” How 
long had it been since the leper had 
felt a human hand? Here was an 
emptiness that had to be filled. The 
Lord filled it. 

And if we enter into the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit we shall be moved 
with compassion as we go about in 
the prolongation of His ministry 
which He has left to us to accomplish. 
I think we underestimate the number 
of lonely hearts there are in every 
neighborhood. You have been blessed 
with robust vigor: then turn your 
strength toward the feeble and the. 
weak. You who have any place of 
leadership, turn your smile upon the 
little underlings who will never have 
a place of leadership. 

I said this in New York one night, 
and a few weeks later was reminded 
of it by a young woman who was 
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private secretary to the president of a 
large commercial firm. She told me 
that next day she had smiled at a drab 
typist who by the very sallowness of 
her personality was born to a certain 
loneliness, and invited her to go out 
to lunch with her. The two girls went 
together, and the drab. one thanked 
the brilliant one a score of times. It 
was not many days before the girl had 
been led to Christ. The other one said 
to me, “It is a trifle embarrassing. 
She looks at me with a look in her 
eyes like that of a dog for his master, 
and some of the other girls can’t 
understand my interest in her. But,” 
she continued, “I don’t think I have 
ever been happier than when she 
prayed with me and thanked the Lord 
Jesus for bringing me into her life, 
and for the salvation of her soul.” 
Do you know the world is dying 
For a little bit of love; 
Everywhere you hear them crying 
For a little bit of love: 
For the love that rights the wrong, 
For the love that brings the song; 
They have waited, Oh so long, 
For a little bit of love. 
And you will never have it apart from 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit into 
the love of Christ. 


His Library 
In closing his Gospel, John writes : 
“‘And there are also many other things 
which Jesus did, the which, if they 
should be written every one, I sup- 


pose that even' the world itself coulda 
not contain the books that should be 
written” (John 21:25). Well, we, the 
the believers, baptized into His body, 
are the library of His doings that the 
world cannot contain. At present we 
are in a poor edition, utility binding ; 
but the great Bookbinder has prom- 
ised to bring out a new edition, on 
indestructible paper, clear type, no 
errata, offset from the Son of God, 
and bound in His likeness forever! 
Oh, what a library are the saints 
of God! Each and every one of us is 
the record of some of the grace of 
the Saviour. This is why there is joy 
in Heaven in the presence of the 
angels when another chapter is writ- 
ten. It would take a knowledge of the 
full experience of the grace of God in 
the lives of all Christians from the 
beginning of time to the ead, for us 
to comprehend the beginning of all 
the grace of Christ. The Holy Spirit 
who baptized us into the body of 
Christ and into the fellowship of the 
saints, baptized similarly Bernard of 
Clairvaux, who wrote: 
Jesus, the very thought of Thee, 
With sweetness fills my breast. 
And Count Zinzendorf who wrote: 
Let not conscience make F seni as 
Nor of fitness fondly dream 
All the fitness He requires 
Is to feel your need of Him. 
When I think of the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit into the body of believers,

Timothy, a Dependable 
Follower 


LESSON TEXT: ACTS 16:1-3; 
PHILIPPIANS 2:19-24; 
2 TIMOTHY 2:1-5 


Golden Text: “Let no man despise thy 
youth; but be thou an example of the be- 
lievers, i in word, in conversation, in charity, 
in spirit, in faith, in purity” (1 Tim. 4:12). 

This lesson, while fitting into the 
general theme for this quarter as 
it introduces us to a young man who 
was outstanding among followers of 
the Lord Jesus, is also intended to 
have a temperance emphasis. Our 
Golden Text carries this significance 
at the same time reminding us that 
abstinence from beverage alcohol is 
only part of the necessary discipline 
of the Christian.'In every area of 
life Timothy was exhorted to be an 
example, for it is in the influence 
which we exert on others that we 
must accept the obligation of self- 
denial and self-control. 

Timothy’s story contains a special 
challenge to young people. It enables 
the teacher to indicate the privilege 
and responsibility of Christian home 
training, the necessity for prepara- 
tion in anticipation of the divine 
call to service, the high value of 
dependability in those who engage 
in kingdom work, and the Heavenly 
resources whereby we may overcome 
handicaps of temperament. 


Lesson Material 


The information given concerning 
Timothy in Acts 16:1-3 makes no 
mention of his conversion. Since his 
home was at Lystra, however—a 
conclusion drawn from a reference 
to this city in both verses 1 and 2— 
we may assume that he was con- 
verted during Paul’s earlier visit 
which is described in 14:8-20. In 
the record of the stoning of Paul 
we read: ‘‘As the disciples stood 
round about him, he rose up,’’ indi- 
eating that his ministry in Lystra 
had been blessed to the salvation of 
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souls, Among these, we may believe, 
were Lois and Eunice, a mother and 
daughter who were Jewesses, and 
the son of Eunice whose name was 
Timothy (see 2 Tim. 1:5). 

Eunice had a Gentile husband, 
who apparently made no profession 
of faith; but grandmother and 
mother together had instructed the 
youthful Timothy in the Old Testa- 
ment Scriptures (2 Tim. 3:15), 
which furnished a valuable prepara- 
tion for the work to which God was 
to call him. Immediately after Paul 
left Lystra he must have begun to 
witness for Christ, so that when the 
apostle returned he received a good 
account of Timothy’s ministry. 
Needing a third companion on his 
missionary travels, Silas being 
largely unproved (15:40), Paul in- 
vited Timothy to accompany him. 
The circumcision of this young man 
must be regarded in the light of his 
Jewish parentage. Paul did not re- 
pudiate circumcision for Jews, but 
only when attempt was made to 
force the rite upon Gentile believers. 
As the son of a Jewish mother 
Timothy would have a_ special 
ministry among Jews and Paul was 
anxious not to handicap him. 


Difficult Assignments 


1 Corinthians 4:14-21 we read of 
a difficult task given to Timothy by 
Paul when he sent this young man 
to deal with abuses in that church. 
In Philippians 2:19-24 a more con- 
genial mission is promised for Tim- 
othy, but one which also demon- 
strated*the esteem in which Paul 
held his younger helper. Greetings 
and gifts had been sent to Paul in 
prison in Rome by the Philippiah 
Christians, and in order to obtain 
full news of their welfare the 
apostle declared his intention to 
send Timothy among them. The 
glowing tribute of Paul’s words 
appears in clearer light in the RSV. 
Note especially the rendering of 
verse 22—‘‘But Timothy’s worth 
you know, how as a son with a father 
he has served with me in the Gos- 
pel.’’ Earlier Paul has said: ‘‘I have 
no one like him’’ (v. 20). 

The New Testament preserves two 
letters written by Paul to Timothy. 
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The first was sent soon after the 
young man had been left in Ephesus 
to guide and pastor the church 
there (1 ‘Tim. 1: 3). The second 
letter was written from Rome dur- 
ing the apostle’s second imprison- 
ment which ended in his martyrdom. 
Timothy was still in Ephesus and 
was finding his task hard. He needed . 

- the encouragement which Paul could 
give. ‘‘Take your share of suffering 
as a good soldier of Christ Jesus’’ 
he was charged (2 Tim. 2:3 RSV). 
He would necessarily have to deny 
himself for Christ’s service (v. 4), 
and must always remember that 
there were rules to observe and dis- 
ciplines to aecept if he was to win 
through (v. 5). This last idea is 
developed later in the chapter in 
verses 21 and 22—‘‘If a man there- 
fore purge himself from these, he 
shall be a vessel unto honour, sancti- 
fied, and meet for the master’s use, 
and prepared unto every good work. 
Flee also youthful lusts: but follow 
righteousness, faith, charity, peace, 
with them that call on the Lord out 
of a pure heart.’’

1. There is no better start in life 
than that which is given by a 
Christian home. It is made very 
clear that Timothy’s achievements 
as a leader were in large measure 
due to the influence of his mother 

* and grandmother. As good Jewesses 
they taught the boy the great stories 
and glorious truths of the Old Testa- 
ment. Doubtless it was their knowl- 
edge of God’s Word which prepared 
them all to receive the Gospel which 
Paul presented. Like Lydia of 
Philippi, their spiritual sincerity 
and earnestness were rewarded by 
the fuller light that shines in the 
face of Jesus Christ. 

If we are priviliged to live in a 
home where Christ is known and 
His Word is honored, we should be 
deeply thankful. If this blessing is 
not ours, we can and should resolve 
to build such a home in the future. 
Christian homes are America’s 
greatest bulwark against disaster of 
every kind. From: Christian homes 
come the kind of citizens this nation 
most needs. 

2. The faith of Lois and Bunice 
could not suffice for Timothy. He 


















had to receive the Saviour for him- 


self, and we may believe that he did 
this under the influence of Paul, 
who spoke of him as ‘‘my beloved 
son’’ (1 Cor. 4:17). The young 
convert soon understood that salva- 
tion carries the obligation of service. 
In his home city and in neighboring 
communities he began to witness to 
the Gospel. This was the finest 
preparation for the wider ministry 
which was to follow. It is no use to 
aspire to be a foreign missionary 
until we have borne our testimony 
nearer home. 


Impressed by the esteem in which 
Timothy was held by the local 
Christians, Paul made him his com- 
panion in missionary travel. Do we 
envy him the opportunity? Which 
is the greater honor—to serve Paul, 
or to serve Paul’s Christ? The call 
comes to all to engage in service owl 
our Lord and Master. 


3. Paul came to depend upon 
Timothy to whom he gave several 
responsible 
others might fail, the apostle knew 
this young man to be trustworthy. 
A higher tribute would be difficult 
to pay than that written by Paul in 
Philippians 2:19-22. We value reli- 
ability in things: im a car, for ex- 
ample, which earns our gratitude if 
it ‘‘never lets us down.’’ How much 
more important it is for us to be 
reliable in Christian service. Happy 
the pastor who can say of his young 
people: ‘‘I can depend on them.’’ 


Because of his proven worth, 
Timothy was entrusted with im- 
portant tasks. He did not find them 
easy. Serving Christ is never easy. 
Sometimes Timothy was discour- 
aged and near despair. With 


remarkable understanding Paul en- | 


couraged him, sometimes by remind- 
ing Timothy ‘of his own sufferings, 
and sometimes pointing him to Christ 
Himself. It is from our Master that 
we derive the supreme example of 
that patient endurance which leads 
to victory. When we are inclined to 
give up, let us ‘‘consider Him,’’ 
remembering that He went all the 
way to Calvary for us. 


High office carried solemn obli- 
gations for Timothy. He had to be 
an example to, others. That meant 
denying himself. every unworthy 
pursuit and faithfully following 
that which was good. Since all who 
name the name of Jesus are His 
representatives it follows that every 
Christian must make his life a good 
example. Safety lies in keeping close 
to Jesus. If we are in step with Him, 
we shall be reliable. guides for 
others. 
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An Open Heart and Home 
LESSON TEXT: ACTS 16:6-15, 


40 

Golden Text: “A woman that feareth the 
Lord, she shall. be praised” (Prov. 31:30). 

Our story belongs to a new and 
glorious chapter in the progress of 
the Gospel throughout the world. 
Our Lord had given command that 
His apostles should spread the 
message in ever-increasing circles. 
In' Acts 16 we read how, under the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit, Paul 
erossed the Aegean Sea to break 
new ground in Europe. 

The first convert was a woman 
and a Gentile. Obviously, there is 
a point here which will make this 
lesson especially applicable to girls 
and women. The service Lydia 
rendered to Paul suggests the many 
opportunities for service which 
Christ offers to consecrated woman- 
hood. But the story has an appeal 
for. all as it describes the course of 
the Gospel in the world, indicates 
the power of that Gospel in human 
experience, and illustrates the obli- 
gation of service on the part of those 
who participate in Christ’s glorious 
salvation. 


Lesson Material 


A map will be useful to trace the 
route of Paul,. Silas, and Timothy 
after leaving Lystra. It is significant 
that in verses 7 and 8 we are told 
of two instances in which Paul’s 
personal plans were overruled by 
God through His Spirit. The method 
whereby the apostle was led to 
revise his route is not stated; but 
instead of entering the province of 
Asia and Bithynia Paul traveled 
westward until he and his compan- 
ions came to the seaport of Troas. 

The purpose of God is made clear 
in what followed. While in Troas, 
Paul had a vision. Doubtless he had 
seen many Macedonians in Troas, 
and he had no difficulty in recog- 
nizing the man in his dream as a 
Macedonian. His call, ‘‘Come over 
into Macedonia, and help us, was 
accepted by the apostle as an ex- 
planation why other doors had been 
closed. ‘‘Immediately,’’ the record 
runs, Paul sought to respond to this 
eall. He was as eager to obey a 
direction into service as he was 
sensitive to God’s prohibitions. 

Acts 16:10 is an interesting verse 
by reason of the appearance of the 
pronoun ‘‘we,’’ indicating that the 
writer of the narrative joined the 
missionary party at this time. Since 
next week’s lesson develops the story 
of Luke we will not concern our- 
selves now with the various theories 











concerning his appearance at Troas. 
It is enough to remark that what 
follows is an eye-witness’ account 
of the planting of the banner of 
Christ on European soil. 

Philippi, where Paul engaged in 


‘his first preaching, was an impor- 


tant city, though not the capital of 
Macedonia. The phrase ‘‘chief city’’ 
should be ‘‘first city,’’ which leads 
some commentators to suggest that 
the reference is to Philippi as the 
first center in which the Gospel was 
proclaimed in that country, and not 
to its relative importance. Follow- 
ing his life practice always to go to 
the Jew first, Paul made for the 
river side, since Philippi had no 
synagogue. Jews were few in that 
section, and the only worshipers 
were women. 


Seller of Purple 


The one person who responded to 
the apostle’s preaching was not a 
native of Philippi, and not even a 
Jewess. She is described as a seller 
of the famous dyed cloth which was 
made in Thyatira, a city of Asia 
Minor, and a ‘‘God-fearer,”’ that is, 
a proselyte of Judaism. Hence we 
know that she was a woman of 
spiritual ambition, for she had al- 
ready abandoned the paganism of 
her birth for the exalted religion of 
the Jews. She was a seeker, and we 
have the assurance of the Lord Jesus 
Himself that seekers shall be finders. 
As she listened to the Gospel she 
recognized in Christ the fulfillment 
of all her longings and the end of 
her quest. 

May we conclude from the state- 
ment that ‘‘she was baptized, and 
her household’’ that Lydia made op- 
portunity for her employees to hear 
the message of Paul? It is a reason- 
able deduction and is consistent 
with her action in offering her home 
(which was probably also her place 
of business) as missionary head- 
quarters for the apostolic team. In 
our last lesson we referred to the 
gifts sent to Paul in prison by the 
Philippian Christians. Lydia, as one 
of the charter members of that 
church, seems to have left the im- 
press of her generous personality 
upon it. 

The larger lesson includes the 
incident of the imprisonment of 
Paul and Silas with the conversion 
of their jailor—another member for 
the Philippian church. It also in- 
cludes ‘the New Testament’s most 
concise statement of the way of 
salvation: ‘‘Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved.’’ The instantaneous conver- 
sion of this man, having its demon- 
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stration in his attention to the-wel- 
fare of his prisoners, again sets forth 
the power of the Gospel. The. story 
closes by telling us how Paul and 
Silas returned from their adventure 
to lLydia’s home, thus further 
identifying it as the rallying place 
of the missionary party. 


Lesson Plan 


The Holy Spirit works:

Confining today’s lesson to the 
incidents described in Acts 16 :6-15 
and 40 we have a series of striking 
illustrations of the way the Spirit of 
God operates in human experience. 


1. Paul was a seasoned missionary 
at this time who laid his plans with 
prayerful concern for the progress 
of the cause of Christ. It must have 
seemed strange to him when legiti- 
mate desires were frustrated: Asia 
and Bithynia were needy fields for 
the Gospel, and yet it was revealed 
to him that God did not wish him 
to enter them. We may learn from 
Paul’s willingness to revise his plans 
in the light of the Spirit’s guidance. 
Too often we decide upon our course 
and pursue it regardless. That way 
lies disappointment for ourselves 
and unfruitfulness in our service. 
To live so near to God that we are 
sensitive to His promptings is essen- 
tial for-suecess in our ministry. 

Though some doors were closed, 
the same Spirit opened others. The 
plan of God for Paul and his asso- 
ciates was made plain through a 
night vision. But we may be sure 
that circumstances were used to 
emphasize the leading. In Troas 
Paul would see many natives of 
Europe, and the thought would come 
to this ardent preacher: ‘‘Oh, to 
give them the Gospel, too!’’ He was 
ready when the Lord spoke to him’ 
through the Macedonian call. 
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Arrived in Philippi, Paul was in 
need of the Holy Spirit’s guidance 
for the opening of his campaign. 
Hitherto he had been mostly in 
centers where Jewish representation 
was strong. Philippi, however, had 
few Jews and no synagogue. -It 
would have been easy to have 
changed his usual procedure; but 
he was constrained by the Spirit to 
seek out those Jews resident in this 
city. Was he disappointed that only 
a few women formed his audience? 
Had he come across the Aegean Sea 
just for this? Paul showed no dis- 
appointment, but delivered his great 
message to this limited and un- 
promising group. From the story of 
Lydia we can see how the purposes 
of God had been working. 

2. Lydia had been born in Thya- 
tira, across the water. She was a 
Gentile, and had therefore been 
raised in paganism. But like Abra- 
ham, native of Ur of the Chaldees 
where men worshiped the . moon 
goddess, Lydia was dissatisfied with 
the religion of her people and longed 
for a clearer light. Somehow she 
learned about the faith of the Jews, 
and accepted it for herself. Its 
purity of worship was in sharp con- 
trast to the debasing kind of religion 
to ‘which she was accustomed. 

Was the heart of Lydia still not 
fully satisfied? As she read the Old 
Testament, did she have a clearer 
understanding than her Jewish 
friends of the promises of God? It 
may well have been. In any case, 
when the Christian preachers came 
to the riverside prayer meeting 
which she attended, she was the first 
to recognize their message as the 
word of God to her heart. The Spirit 
whé had been leading Lydia into the 
discovery of truth now brought her 
into the full blessing of Christian 
belief. 

There was nothing the apostles 
needed more in Philippi than a 
place they could regard as home: a 
eenter from which to conduct their 
campaign. Still under the Spirit’s 
guidance, Lydia opened her home 
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' for this purpose, and we may believe 


that the first meetings of the church 
in Philippi were held there. This 
was a service peculiarly hers to 
render—a reminder that Christian 
womanhood has opportunities. of 
making unique contributions to the 
cause of the Gospel. But God calls 
us all to do what is within our’ 
power: and a true appreciation of 
the greatness of our salvation will 
surely prompt us to do what we can 
to promote the message of God’s 
love in Jesus Christ our Lord.

How Luke Served His Lord 
LESSON TEXT: LUKE 1:1-4; 
ACTS 1:1-2; 16:6-10; 
COLOSSIANS 4:14 

Golden Text: “Ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses unto Me 
both in Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and 
in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of 
the earth” (Acts 1:8). 

While this is the last lesson of the 
present quarter, it is not the last in 
our series, ‘‘Early Followers of 
Jesus.’’ We have two more lessons 
in this unit, carrying over into next 
quarter, 

Luke was introduced into our last 
lesson, but now we have an oppor- 
tunity of reviewing the unique con- 
tribution this doctor-author made to 
the cause of Christ. His story should 
emphasize for our pupils how God 
ean take hold of our training and 
our aptitudes and use them in His 
service. 

Lesson Material 

In our previous study on Lydia 
we made use of verses in Acts 16 
which are also included in this 
lesson. There is no need for us to 
repeat our detailed exposition of 
that chapter, but only to remark 
upon the significance of the pronoun - 
‘‘we,’’ in verse 10. We can only 
conclude from this sudden change 
from the third to the first person 
that the writer of the narrative 
joined Paul’s party at Troas. Who 
he was we are not told; but by com- 
paring Scripture with Scripture we 
can find out. 

Here Luke 1:1-4 and Acts 1:1-2 
come to our help. The similarity of 
dedication of the third Gospel and 
the Acts immediately suggests a 
common authorship. Whoever wrote 
the story of the life of Jesus also 
gave to the world the sequel in the 
recorded ministries of His apostles. 
It is neither possible nor necessary 
here to give the grounds upon which 
Luke has been recognized as the 
author of the third Gospel. We 
should take note, however, of Paul’s 


























reference to Luke in Colossians 


4:14—a valuable piece of evidence . 


since it names Luke as a companion 
of Paul during his prison experi- 
ence. We know from this Scripture 
(also from Philemon 24 and 2 Tim. 
4:11) that Luke was an intimate 
friend and associate of.Paul, and 
the only one, so far as we have evi- 
dence, who was qualified to write 
the careful history which is pre- 
served for us in the Acts of the 
Apostles. 

Why Luke joined Paul’s com- 
pany at Troas is not told, but vari- 
ous suggestions have been advanced. 
Some think that he was a resident 
in Philippi, if not the man in Paul’s 
vision who said, ‘‘Come over into 
Macedonia, and help us.’’ Whether 
he and Paul met for the first time 
in Troas is another point for con- 
jecture. Was Luke already a Chris- 
tian, and was he summoned to Troas 
to meet the apostle there? Or did 
the two men become acquainted in 
that seaport, Paul having the privi- 
lege of leading Luke to faith in 
Christ? It is best to acknowledge 
that we do not know the answers to 
these questions. All we can conclude 
with any degree of certainty is that 
Luke was not a Jew but a Gentile, 
an inference from Colossians 4:14, 
the Jewish members of Paul’s circle 
having been previously mentioned 
(v. 11). 

Paul’s Companion 

The tell-tale ‘‘we’’ helps its 
to know that Luke remained -in 
Philippi at the conclusion of Paul’s 
visit, perhaps because it was his 
home town (see above), or what is 
equally possible, to discharge some 
responsibility in the newly-formed 
church. However, the pronoun recurs 
in Acts 20:6 after Paul had returned 
to Philippi, and from then on Luke 
stayed with Paul on his journey to 
Jerusalem. What Luke did during 
the apostle’s detention in Caesarea, 
eovering a period of two years, we 
are not told. How reasonable it is 
to assume that he used this God- 
given opportunity to gather in- 
formation for his Gospel! But in 
Acts 27:1, where Paul begins his 
trip toward Rome, Luke again re- 
veals his presence. After the close 
of the Acts we are dependent upon 
the references in Paul’s epistles to 
know how faithfully Luke stayed 
with him. In the last letter the great 
apostle wrote he said, ‘‘Only Luke 
is with me’’ (2 Tim. 4:11)—a 
tribute to a loyal friend who com- 
forted Paul’s closing days. 

In Colossians 4:14 Luke is re- 
ferred to as ‘‘the beloved physi- 
eian.’’ That both the third Gospel 
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- time, 


and the Acts were written by a 
person with medical knowledge has 
has long been recognized. It is inter- 
esting to reflect upon the gracious 
ministry that a friend, who was also 
a physician, could render to the 
aging Paul. In 2 Corinthians 12:7 
he. speaks of his ‘‘thorn in the 
flesh,’’ which could have been some 
physical ailment. If so, what a bless- 
ing Luke’s presence would bring!

1. We know so little about Luke 
and yet what we know convinces us 
that he was a true Christian gentle- 
man. The increasing tendency of 
today is toward self promotion: we 
like to have all the credit due to us 
for any enterprisé in which we 
engage. It is significant that Luke, 
whose Acts of the Apostles is one of 
the greatest adventure stories of all 
deliberately suppressed his 
participation in some of its most 
dramatic scenes. We would not know 
that he was there apart from the 
little word ‘‘we;’’ he literally hides 
himself behind a pronoun. 

Like the Acts, the third Gospel is 
presented anonymously. We have to 
investigate in order to discover who 
the author was. This is very differ- 
ent from the present practice of 
giving full information about an 
author on the jacket flaps of his 
book—sometimes complete with por- 
trait! Why did Luke veil his iden- 


tity in this way? Surely it was 


because he wanted the Lord Jesus, 
in the ease of the Gospel, and the 








apostles, in the ease of Acts, to have 
all the prominence due to them. His 
was the spirit of John the Baptist, 
who said: ‘‘He must increase, but I 
must decrease.’’ So much Christian 
service is spoiled because those who 
engage in it are more concerned for 
personal recognition than they are 
for the advancement of their cause. 

2. Luke does not seem to have 
shared with Paul in the satisfactions 
of his missionary journeys. He 
comes on the scene toward the end 
of Paul’s public career, when the 
apostle was already on his way to 
Jerusalem where the enmity of the 
Jewish leaders would succeed in 


. depriving him of his liberty and to 


that extent limiting his ministry. 
During the declining years, then, 
Luke was Paul’s faithful companion 
and friend. Read the record of the 
voyage to Rome, and remember that 
Luke shared all the perils described. 
His voluntary association with Paul 
at this time surely qualifies him to 
be regarded as one of the outstand- 
ing heroes of the missionary cause. 

Twice Paul was a prisoner in 
Rome, and each time Luke was with 
him to attend to his needs and en- 
courage him by his-presence. The 
tenderness of the relationship be- 
tween the two men is expressed in 
the quotations from the epistles 
mentioned above. To what extent he 
helped Paul with writing his epistles 
we do not know. But that the great 
apostle’s task was made more pos- 
sible through the ministry of Luke 
cannot be in doubt. We are not all 
called to be apostles, or pastors, or 
evangelists; but we can all be help- 
ers, by our loyalty making it possible 
for others to maintain their work 
and witness. 

3. We should all be full of grati- 
tude to Luke as we think of his 
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contribution through authorship to 
our knowledge of the Lord Jesus 
and of the progress. of His Gospel. 
Think of the Christmas story as 
Luke has given it to us! How much 
poorer we should be without that! 
It is probable that ‘he obtained his 
information from Mary, the mother 
of Jesus; and when more likely than 
during the two years of Paul’s de- 
tention in Caesarea? 

Both in his Gospel and in the 
Acts Luke shows the qualities of a 
careful historian and skillful writer. 
His gifts were dedicated to his Lord, 
and because he rendered this unique 
service we are the richer today. 
Christ asks for the talents-God has 
given us, and will employ them to 
the highest and holiest purposes. 
Maybe as a Christian physician or a 
Christian writer, like Luke, we may 
make our contribution; but this is 
certain that the qualities of each 
individual person, when surrendered 
into the hands of Jesus, realize their 
maximum in usefulness and blessing. 


APRIL 6, 1952 
A Fellowship of Many 
Followers 
LESSON TEXT: JOHN 15:5-9; 
PHILIPPIANS 2:14-16; 
ROMANS 16:1-7 
Golden Text: “Herein is My Father glori- 
fied, that ye bear much fruit; so shall ye 
be My Disciples” (John 15:8). 3 
How did the circle of Christ’s 
followers grow? Our present series 
of lessons has emphasized that men 
and women are won to Christ by the 








testimony of other men and women. 
So, today, in a lesson which more 
or less’ reviews the series as a whole, 
we have two Scripture passages in 
which the obligation of Christian 
witness is stressed. In the first our 
Lord speaks on fruitfulness in the 
believer, and in the second Paul 
calls on his converts to hold forth 
the Word of life. 

Then, we have a demonstration 
of the result of such testimony in a 
fascinating list of men and women 


who were among the acquaintances - 


of Paul and followers of Jesus 
Christ. Hitherto, our studies have 
been concerned with major char- 
acters of the New Testament. This 
Scripture introduces us to some of 
the lesser known church members, 
reminding us that the cause of the 
Master goes forward by the faith- 
fulness of obscure folk as well as 
by the more public labors of out- 
standing workers. We all have a 
place in the divine program. 


Lesson Material 

Our Lord’s parable of the vine 
(John 15:5-9) borrows its imagery 
from the Old Testament, where 
Israel was compared to a vine (Isa. 
5:1-7). Because that nation failed 
to fulfill the diviné purpose of 
fruitbearing Christ came as ‘‘the 
true vine’’ to bear fruit to God’s 
glory through his followers, whom 
He spoke of as the branches. God 
had been disappointed in Israel, 
which as a vine had borne ‘wild 
grapes.’’ But His expectation was 


renewed in Christ, whose disciples 
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' would glorify the Father as they 
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bore fruit (v. 8). The possibility of 
such fruitbearing was to be their 
‘‘abidingness.’’ Linked to Christ by 
faith and fellowship they wo 
produce in their lives that fruit 
which would please the Father. 
The passage from Philippians 
2:14-16 links us with recent lessons - 
in which we saw the establishment 
of a group of believers in Philippi— 


Lydia, the prison jailor, and others 


who believed with them. We are 
reminded that Paul did not abandon 
his converts but continued their in- 
struction, sometimes through per- 
sonal visits, sometimes through let- 
ters. We have one of the letters he 
wrote to the Philippian Christians, 
and we find that its message in- 
cluded an exhortation to witness. 
Note that this witness was twofold. 
It was a witness of consistent con- 
duct, for they were to be ‘‘blameless 
and harmless, the sons of God, with- 
out rebuke, in the midst. of a 
crooked and perverse nation (or 
generation).’’ It was also a witness 
of direct testimony, ‘‘holding forth 
the Word of life.’’ These two are 
necessary to any effective testimony 
for Christ. Our practice must agree 
with our preaching, otherwise it will 
not convince. 


An Apostle’s Greetings 


Romans 16 :1-7 contains a series of 
personal greetings from the apostle 
Paul to Christians at Rome. In facet, 
the list continues through to verse 
15. Most of the persons named have 
no other recognition in the New 
Testament ; all we know about them 
is what Paul states here. But the 
little information we can glean 
furnishes an interesting study of 
the-personnel of the early churches. 

First to be mentioned is a woman 
—Phebe, believed by many to have 
been the messenger entrusted with 
the epistle to the Romans. What was 
the nature of her service to the 
church in Cenchrea (the port of 
Corinth) we are not told. But since 
she is described as ‘‘a succourer 
of many, and of myself also’’ she 
could have been either a hostess or 
a nurse. Whatever her contribution, 
it was sufficient for Paul to mention 
as a reason why she should be well 
received by the Roman believers. 
The next two names—Priscilla and 
Aquila—were born by people of 
whom we know more. Paul stayed 
with them while ‘visiting Corinth . 
(Acts 18:1-3), because they were 
tentmakers, which was Paul’s own 
trade. Apparently they were Jews 
who had resided in Rome, perhaps 
for business reasons: Persecution 
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had made it necessary for them to 
leave that city and to take up tem- 
porary residence in Corinth. When 
circumstances permitted, however, 
they returned to Rome, and from 
Paul’s reference were obviously 
leaders in the Christian community 
there. We do not know in what way 
they had risked their lives for Paul 
(‘‘laid down their own necks’’), but 
we may conélude that their friend- 
ship for the apostle had led them to 
some act of heroic self-sacrifice. 
The phrase ‘‘the church that is in 
their house’’ reminds us that in 
those days there were no church 
buildings, and worship. was there- 
fore held in the homes of the 
believers. 

Epaenetus (v. 5) was apparently 
Paul’s first convert in Asia—no more 
is known of him. Who ‘was Mary 
(v. 6)? Though she bore a very 
common name she had distinguished 
herself as one ‘‘who bestowed much 
labour on us.’’ Last to be mentioned 
in the verses set for study are 
Andronicus and Junia, termed 
‘‘kinsmen’’ by Paul.. Whether they 
were actual relations of the apostle, 
or fellow Jews, is not made clear; 
but we note Paul’s gracious ac- 
knowledgment of their seniority in 
the faith, and his reference to their 
imprisonment with him.

1. What provision has our Master 
made for the propagation of the 
‘Gospel among men? He could have 
commissioned angels with the task, 
but instead He chose redeemed lives 
to be His messengers. His disciples 
were trained to become His ambas- 
sadors, and in talking with them He 
made it abundantly clear that only 
as they fulfilled His expectation of 
them would they truly be His dis- 
ciples. Fruitbearing was to be their 
business. Drawing their resources 
from Him—the vine—they were to 
abound in productivity. Following 
the method of nature portrayed in 
the vine, they were to reproduce 
themselves in more and more lives 
yielded to Christ in discipleship. 
That. these words were not ‘in- 
tended for the Twelve alone is made 
clear by the emphasis of Paul and 
the other New Testament writers. 
Fruitbearing, or effective witness 
for Christ, is the task of every 
Christian. It is to be achieved by 
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matching our behavior with our 
testimony. By life as well as lip we 
are to represent our Saviour before 
others. 

2. It was because the early fol- 
lowers of our Lord took His com- 
mission seriously that the Gospel 
spread in such phenomenal fashion 
during the first century. We have 
thought of the labor of Paul in 
recent weeks. We think also of 
others who rendered conspicuous 
service—Peter, Barnabas, Silas, 
Timothy, and Stephen. These were 
the commissioned officers in Christ’s 
victorious army. But beside them 
there were hosts of unknown be- 
lievers whose loyalty contributed in 
large measure to the ongoing of the 
Christian cause. 

Some of these inconspicuous folk 
are introduced to us in our passage 
from Romans. It is interesting to 
learm all we can about them. But 
the meagerness of the information 
should be an encouragement to some 
of us. Though not prominent as 
some, they nevertheless won the 
recognition and commendation of 
Paul. We may also be sure that they 
had the attention and approval of 
the Lord. If we cannot be apostles, 
we can be like these who were the 
rank and file of the Gospel army. 

3. We cannot help contrasting the 
zeal and accomplishments of first 


century Christians with the indiffer- 
ence and inactivity which later 


‘characterized the organized churches. 


For centuries the great commission 
to evangelize seemed to be forgot- 
ten; indeed, modern missions have 
a history of less than 200 years. 


Because those who professed Christ’s: 


name neglected the obligation to 
bear fruit, large areas of the world 


are still without the Gospel, and 


some are even closed against it. 

If we can go abroad as witnesses 
for Jesus, we ought to go. But if we 
cannot, we should not make our 
inability an excuse for doing noth- 
ing. Each of us has a small corner 
to brighten for Jesus—a responsi- 
bility to witness for Him just where 
we are. It was because the early 
followers of our Lord did that very 
thing that God blessed their testi- 
mony. He will bless it again if only 
we are faithful. 


APRIL 13, 1952 
Thomas and the Risen Lord 


LESSON TEXT: JOHN 11:14-16; 
14:1-6; 20:24-29 


hast believed; blessed are they that have 
not seen, and yet have believed" (John 20: 

In order to furnish an appropri- 
ate Easter theme, this last lesson in 
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our’ series ‘‘Early Followers - of 

- Jesus’’ ‘takes us back to a Gospel 
character not previously considered. 
Thomas provides an interesting 
study in contrasts: fear and loyalty, 
perplexity and frankness, incredul- 
ity and confession. While his short- 
comings stand out from the narra- 
tive, we must not be prejudiced 
against Thomas, but must acknowl- 
edge those good qualities which 
doubtless did not escape the atten- 
tion of the Master. 

This Easter Day lesson may pro- 
vide opportunity for discussing 
those evidences upon which we ac- 
cept the glorious truth of the resur- 
rection. It should certainly lead 
pupils to personal confession, re- 
membering that the same disciple 
who doubted was also the man who 
cried: ‘‘My Lord and my God.”’ 


Lesson Material 


Our Scripture passages tell us all 
that we know about Thomas. We 
have no record of his life before he 
became a disciple, or of his call. The 
only personal fact we can gather is 
that he was a twin—his name means 
just that. 

The incident of John 11:14-16 
provides our first insight into the 
character of Thomas. As a recent 
lesson reminded us, our Lord had 
left Jerusalem because of an attempt 
on His life (John 10:31, 39), and had 
retired to Bethabara beyond Jordan, 
about sixty miles from the Holy 
City. There He received news of the 
sickness of Lazarus. That He did 
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not’ immediately respond to this 
news by going to Bethany becasioned 
no surprise to His disciples. They 
knew that their Master would ex- 
pose Himself to further attack by 
the Jewish leaders if He ventured 
as near Jerusalem as Bethany. 
Hence, when after two days He an- 
nounced His intention of going to 
Bethany, the disciples were alarmed 
for His safety. 

Our Lord’s answer to their pro- 
tests disclosed that He felt Himself 
in full command of the situation 
and had no fear of the consequences 
(vs. 9-10). He then made it plain 
to them that Lazarus was dead, but 
that this did not change His de- 
termination to make the journey. 
Whereupon Thomas exclaimed: 
‘‘Let us also go, that we may die 
with Him.’’ Was this an utterance 
of despair, or the decision of a brave 
and loyal heart? If we had heard 
the tone of Thomas’ voice, we might 
know for sure. In our lack of certain 
knowledge, we are probably right to 
suppose that his words reflected a 
little of both. 

John 14 needs to be read with the 
closing verses of the previous chap- 
ter. Peter was puzzled by our Lord’s 
statement that He was going where 
Peter could not follow. So Jesus 
told him plainly that His destination 
was ‘‘My Father’s house,’’ adding: 
‘*Whither I go ye know, and the 
way ye know.”’ Certainly, as His 
intimate friends for the past nearly 
three years, they should have known 
that He was bound for Heaven, 
and that because He would go there 
they also would follow. But sorrow 
and fear had robbed them of ‘spirit- 
ual perception ; and, speaking doubt- 
less for the rest, Thomas said: 
‘‘Lord, we know not whither Thou 
goest; and how can we know the 
way ?’’ He was dull of understand- 
ing, perhaps, but he was honest, and 
Jesus honored his honesty in a won- 
derful reply—‘‘I am the way, the 
truth, and the life.’’ 


Asking for Proof 


The third of our Scripture pas- 
sages (John 20:24-29) takes us be- 
yond Calvary to the resurrection. 
Thomas was not with the eleven on 
that Easter night when Jesus ap- 
peared to them. Their report seemed 
impossible to him; and he declared 
his unwillingness to believe unless 
he could furhish his own tests. 
When, a week later, the Master ap- 
peared again with Thomas this time 
present, that disciple fell at His feet 
exclaiming, ‘‘My Lord and my 
God.’’ Even his practical mind was 
satisfied. 


for demanding proof; He did, how- 
ever, pronounce a blessing upon 
those who would believe without 


Thomas’ opportunity. Yet though : 


we cannot see our risen Lord, hear 





Our Lord did not rebuke Thomas 


Him speak, or partake of food pre-: 


pared by His hands (21:9), we do 
not lack evidence of the historic 
reliability of the resurrection story. 
The case of Thomas is part of that 
evidence. We cannot account for the 
change in that disciple’s attitude 
from unbelief to adoring faith with- 
out accepting the fact of the risen 


Christ.

1. Two things distressed the minds 
of our Lord’s disciples: His own 
references to His approaching death, 
and the evident increase in the 
opposition toward Him. Twice the 
same day attempts were made on 
His life (10:31, 39), and it must 
have been with much relief that the 
disciples left Jerusalem with their 
beloved Leader for the safety of 
Bethabara. They would have been 


happy to stay there indefinitely, and . 


when Jesus expressed His determi- 
nation to return to Bethany they 
were alarmed, and said so. When it 
became apparent to them that His 
mind was made up, Thomas spoke 
up. He could see nothing but disaster 
as a consequence of returning to the 
Jerusalem area; but if Jesus was 
going, He would not go alone. 
Thomas at least was ready to go 
with Him, even though it might 
mean death. 

Our Lord ever made plain to 
those who sought discipleship that 
they would find it costly. They must 
be prepared to take up their cross, 
to lose their lives that they might 
find them, to experience the hatred 
directed against: Him their Master. 
And today, although no open perse- 
cution may assail the American 
Christian, he has to face the enmity 
of the world. Thomas sets an ex~ 
ample in his willingness to share 
danger and possible death with 
Jesus. We sing: ‘‘I’ll go with Him, 
with Him, all the way;’’ but how 
many of us do that? 

2. John 14 introduces us to the 
sacred, intimate conversation which 
took place between our Lord and 
His disciples under the shadow of 
the cross. With exquisite patience

Almighty has never heard a non- 
sectarian prayer. We must not for- 
get that the one, true God, is the 
God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and that any attempt to ap- 
proach Him without coming through 
Christ is an attempt that is garnered 

by Satan. 

In order of goodness and evil we 
must rank these things as follows: 
A prayer in the name of Christ 
offered by a believer in Christ. This 
alone is truly acceptable. Then the 
following are evil: 1) no prayer at 
all; 2) more evil—a prayer in the 
name of Christ offered by an un- 
believer. 3) Still more evil, a non- 
sectarian prayer offered by un- 
believers; 4) most evil of all, a 
non-sectarian prayer offered by a 
believer in Christ. 


SPEAKING FOR WHOM? 

It has often been remarked that 
the old Federal Council of Churches 
and the new National Council of - 
Churches made claims to speak for 
millions of Protestants when, as a 
matter of fact, they. spoke only for 
a group of church organizational 
secretaries. The proof of this has 
been brought out in a striking man- 
ner by a confession in the liberal 
weekly Christian Century. 

At: a series of meetings held re- 
cently in Buck Hill Falls, Penna., 
the following attendance results 
were achieved. The Home Missions 
Division of the N. C. C. had a total 
attendance of only a few above 300. 
But of these only fifty were pastors 
or lay representatives of the co- 
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operating churehes. The rest were 
all denominational executives «gnd 
home missionaries, —that is, pre- 
fessional organization men. The 
Century says, ‘‘When the second 
assembly convened, that of the 
Christian Life and Work Division 
(roughly the continuation of the 
old Federal Council of Churches), 
the score was worse. Out of 170 
voting delegates, only 48 turned up. 
Most of these were board representa- 
tives. In the words of one N. C. C. 
officer, there were ‘not even enough 
denominational executives on hand 
to make it possible to discuss im- 
portant concerns,’ ’’ 

The Century editorial complains 
for more than three columns of the 
situation and lays the blame for it 
largely on the fact that the way the 
N. C. C. is set up they have no 
authority to do anything but talk.

FRUSTRATED FAILURE? 

Preaching in the Madison Avenue 
Presbyterian Church on Sunday, 
December 16th, 1951, Dr. Henry P. 
Van Dusen, President of the Union 
Theological Seminary of New York 
and Vice President of the Presby- 
terian Board for Foreign Missions, 
said that the world’s concept of 
Jesus was still awry. Jesus, he said, 
had come into the world at a time 
when ‘‘there was an. explosive at- 
mosphere, seething with unrest, with 
passionate hope in which all of His 
days and weeks were cast... . With 
these universal expectations, He 
found it necessary to reject .. . pre- 
vailing but mistaken expectations.’’ 
Another paragraph in the sermon 
said: ‘“Although men’s false ex- 
pectations of their Deliverer and 
Jesus’ frustrated failure to bring 
them to an understanding and ac- 
ceptance of true deliverance still 
exist, there is still reason for hope. 
Nothing which the centuries have 
brought has ever succeeded in ex- 
tinguishing the light of Christ.’’ 

That is true, but in a different 
sense from that in which Dr. Van 
Dusen meant it. His own concept of 
Christ is hopelessly awry if he 
thinks that Jesus was ever ‘‘frus- 
trated.’’ The true Christian has a 
Saviour who is Lord of all, and who 
is bringing to pass all things after 
the eounsel of His own will, aceord- 
ing to an eternal purpose. A frus- 
trated Jesus could not be God. 

THE DRIFT TOWARD INFIDELITY 

Dr. William L. Young, secretary 
of the American Lutheran’s Board 
of Higher Education, speaking re- 
cently at a seminar in Minneapolis, 
said that the Protestant churches in 
the U. S. were in danger of losing 
most of their colleges to secular in- 
terests because .there were so few 
Christian teachers, and because so 
many college presidents were will- 
ing to abandon their spiritual status 
in order to get grants for their en- 
dowments. The, process has been 
going on since the beginning of the 
nation. Harvard, Dartmouth, Prince- 
ton, and many other great cen- 
ters, were begun in order to train 
men for the ministry, As time went 
on they drifted to secularism, and 
then, in some cases to Unitarianism 
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eal sense. The smaller church eol- 
leges were established to take the 
place of these losses, and now they 
are drifting into the same infidelity. 

It would seem that there is a 
special brand of spirituality needed 
in order to retain human knowledge 
and divine knowledge at the same 
time, and to be able to pass it on to 
the next generation.

The New York Times reports that 
the Pope has given personal consent 
for a married, former Protestant 
pastor to be ordained a priest in 


’ the Roman Catholic Church in Ger- 


many. The man in question is 70 
years old and is to be allowed to 
exercise the functions of a Catholic 
priest and to remain married. 

This is, of course, an illustration 
of Rome’s willingness to do any- 
thing for a little publicity and 
shows how flexible their own rules 
are. According to the Church, mar- 
riage is one of the seven sacraments 
and celibacy is another. A Catholic 
journalist writes in a Jesuit organ 
that the celibacy requirement for 
priests remained unchanged and 
that no Protestant minister could 
make acceptance into the priesthood 
a condition of conversion. But, this 
writer stressed, the. possibility of 
becoming a priest might ‘‘measur- 
ably lighten what is such a difficult 
step for some.’’ 

The fact that any man who has 
been a Protestant minister would 
become a Roman Catholic priest is 
sure evidence that he never had any 
real knowledge of Christianity in 
the first place. How could a man 
who knew the doctrine of sovereign 
grace and salvation by the blood of 
the cross go back to a system of 
salvation by sacraments. 1 John 2:19 
is the verse that must be applied in 
this case. 


THE TREND IN YUGOSLAVIA 

Several years ago we pointed out 
that Yugoslavia would .not remain 
with Russia but the nation would 
come with the western powers be- 
cause it was within the former 
framework of the old Roman Em- 
pire. The Bible clearly teaches that 
the Roman Empire will be revived 
and that the nations will be together 
at the time of the end. It is for this 


reason that we set forth that the — 
. Communists could not remain in 


power in Yugoslavia. During the 
past few years Marshal Tito came 
to a Nationalism that caused a split 
with Russia but the nation still re- 
mained as Communist. 
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Now there has been a definite 
economic change. The dinar which 
had been pegged at a phony rate 
of 50 to the American dollar was 
selling in the black markets for one- 
fourteenth as much. The money has 
now been revalued at 300 to the 
dollar and the Tito regime has 
loosened the government’s rigid 
control over the nation’s economy, 
putting many state-run enterprises 
on a profit-and-loss basis. The steps 
are clearly seen, Yugoslavia was 
Communist, then anti-Russian, and 
is now shifting to a_ capitalist 
economy. We may be sure that 
Albania will one day follow in the 
same trend. 
RELIGION FOR STUDENTS 

The Dean of New York Univer- 
sity’s College of Arts and Sciences 
has announced that a course in 
world religions has been so de- 
manded by the students that not 
more than half who requested the 
course were able to be enrolled. The 
Dean said that courses in religion 
had been minimized in the curricu- 
lum at a large number of schools as 
the result of increasing specializa- 
tion in college study. The new re- 
ligious interest, he said, stems from 
the student’s need for a sense of 
personal and social values and his 
desire for a fuller understanding of 
his neighbors. 

It is unfortunate, of course, that 
the religion which will be studied 


- in almost all of the universities will 


have little reference to the truth as 
set forth in the Word of God. Every- 
one that has anything to do with 
students should make every effort 
possible to give them the truth, for 


they are at the age where they are 


the most susceptible to receiving it.

Jesus sought to teach them great 
truths for the comfort and strength- 
ening of their hearts. But in their 
grief they were slow to comprehend; 
hence Thomas’ perplexed exclama- 
tion: ‘‘Lord, we know not whither 
Thou goest; how can we know the 
way ?’’ 

The best thing to do with doubts 
and problems is to drag them out 
into the light of day. There is no 
shame in having a doubt, so long 
as we do not hang on to it after all 
the evidence has been given which 
should disperse it. Doubts sup- 





‘pressed and unexpressed are dan- 


gerous; fearlessly faced they soon 
disappear. The wisest thing of all 
to do with doubts is to tell them to 
Jesus. Let us take our problems to 
Him in prayer, and they will soon 
be resolved. 
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3. The state of mind of the dis- 
ciples after the crucifixion is made 
clear in Luke’s story of Cleopas and 
his friend (Luke 24). It is not to be 
wondered at that Thomas refused to 
believe the testimony of the other 
ten disciples, demanding satisfying 
personal proof that Jesus was alive 
again. The man who had been honest 
about his difficulties in John 14:5 
was not the man to accept the truth 
of the resurrection without irref- 
utable evidence. But when that 
evidence was graciously granted, 
Thomas responded with all his heart. 
Because he saw, he believed. 

This gave Jesus opportunity to 
speak a special blessing for those 
who would not have opportunity to 
see, but would still believe. Does 
this mean that we must accept the 
story of the resurrection without 
reasonable proof? Certainly not; we 
have that proof. No fact in history 
is better attested than the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ. Yet, when all 
the proofs have been considered, 
faith has to function; we believe 
without seeing. Part of the reward 
is in the joy which comes from the 
realization that we have a risen, 
living Lord, reigning in the Heav- 
ens, interceding for us, coming 
again to receive us.

table ; and believe me, the Lord Jesus 
was in the midst, in His body. 

If all the things which He did 
could not be put into the books of a 
world, since a volume could be writ- 
ten about any one of His glances, and 
another volume on its impression on 
each individual who saw it, let us not 
expect to do more than point to His 
graces more numberless than the 
stars and say, simply, The Holy Spirit 
baptized me into that body. His is 


the ministry that is given to all His 
redeemed ; so let us, in the baptism of 
Spirit, go out to live, and love, and

That service re'ates, as we shall. see, 
to the personal activities of social 
life. Christian citizenship begins in 
complete surrender to the will of 
God. The devastatingly simple law 
which governs living is that man 
becomes as he wills‘to be. The only 
safety for us is to identify our will 
with that supreme Will behind 
which lies all wisdom and all love. 
‘Our wills are ours... to make 
them Thine.’ 

We have abandoned the word 
‘*holy’’ of the A.V. rendering. Much 
chureh history attaches to the Eng- 
lish word. It is colored by misuse 
and hostile criticism. The title of 
Burns’ unpleasant poem, Holy 
Willie’s Prayer, is a fair example 
of its pejorative use. In such eases 
it is sometimes profitable to seek the 
root meaning of the word to be 
translated. The Greek word suggests

s New York’s Jews have 
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_ a setting apart for divine use. 
**Consecrated’’ most nearly ap- 
proaches the meaning. The body of 
the. Christian is ‘‘set apart,’’ no 
dead sacrifice, but a living offering 
to the God who loved it. The prac- 
tical end fills the chapter. The self- 
sacrifice of the consecrated life is 
not mere self-denial, mere passive 
surrender. It issues in positive ac- 
tivity, service, and character. Com- 
pare 6:13. God’s will is not the 
destruction or repression of the 
energies of the body, but their gain- 
ful and salutory direction. The 
sacrifice is ‘‘living.’’ 

The word translated by the A.V. 
‘‘reasonable’’ is the most difficult 
word in the verse. The word 
‘‘logical’’ derives from it, but in 
Greek the term has a distinctly more 
technical flavor. The word has 
reference to the rational element ‘in 
man, to his reason, to that which is 
proper to him as man. It therefore 
follows that, in its present applica- 
tion, it stresses the type of service 
open to a free-willed, responsible 
being. Man stands out from all 
creation. He alone was sent forth 
‘*a free knight who could betray his 
Lord.’’ He alone can consciously 
turn the action of his will against 
that of God who made him. He 
alone has consciousness of God, and 
finds within himself the urge to 
worship. He alone is able to take and 
give himself. Such service, there- 
fore, no smooth movement of robot 
or automaton, but the free surrender 
of the convinced and willing heart, 
is man’s peculiar vocation. It is the 
service ‘‘proper to his nature.’’ In

thought, his phrase is, ‘‘God ...

other service is worthy of the name.

ONE PEOPLE SHALL BE STRONGER THAN THE 
OTHER (25:23) 

“As the Governor of all things the Lord 
may dispose of them as He sees fit. An 
earthly monarch does not consider himself 
accountable to his subjects for disposing 
of that which is properly, and in all re- 
spects, his own. He obliges those who are 
the objects of his favor, but does no in- 
jury to those who participate in his bounty 
only in a less degree. Indeed every indi- 
vidual thinks himself at liberty to bestow 
or withhold his gifts, according as his 
inclination or judgment may dictate. And 
shall we deny to God what we concede to 
men? Shall we bind Him by a law from 
which we ourselves are free? Let this idea 
be well fixed in our minds, that God has 
a right to bestow His blessings on whom 
He will; and it will root out that arrogance 
which is the characteristic of fallen man; 
it will bring us to the footstool .of the 
Deity, and constrain us to say, ‘Let Him 
do what seemeth Him good;’ ‘I was dumb 
because Thou didst it’ (Psa. 39:9).”

THE ELDER SHALL SERVE THE YOUNGER (25:23) 

And if you have been the object of God’s 
grace, recognize that you are bound to 
acknowledge it with the most ardent grati- 
tude. How terrible it would be if we took 
even the slightest glory to ourselves. “We 
have not of ourselves a sufficiency for the 
smallest thing, even for.the forming of a 
good thought; what folly then is it to sup- 
pose that we can create ourselves anew, 
and renovate our souls after the divine 
image!.This is the work of God alone. 
If then we have any reason to hope that 
God hath wrought this great work within 
us, what base ingratitude it is to rob Him 
of His glory!

HIS HAND TOOK HOLD ON ESAU’S HEEL 
(25:26) 

This is the baby who is one day to be- 
come Israel, prince with God. As he is 
born, he reaches out his hand to lay hold 
on the hee] of his brother. The word for 
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“heel” in Hebrew is akob, and the -baby 
received this name with the addition of 
the smallest letter in the Hebrew alphabet, 
which is also the first letter in the name 
of Jehovah. It was pronounced Hakob, and 
showed from the beginning that the child 
would reach out and lay hold upon many 
things of life. Indeed, this was to be the 
characteristic of the man, and while he 
is disciplined by God, to learn the folly 
of his own personal schemes, nevertheless 
he is blessed in all that he does. At first 
he might grasp in the flesh, but he will 
learn to reach out in the spirit and take the 
things which the Lord orders for him. 

LORD, TEACH US TO TAKE HOLD OF 


BLESSINGS. 
March 20 
ESAU, A MAN OF THE FIELD (25:27) 
And the field is the world (Mt. 13:38). 
Esau, then, is typical of the man of the 
world. The verb “hunt” is always used in 


an evil sense in the Bible (1 Sam. 24:11;, 


Job 10:16; Psa. 140:11; Prov. 6:26; Lam. 
4:18; Ezek. 13:18, 20; Mic. 7:2), and the 
only two men called hunters (Nimrod and 
Esau) are alike judged characters. As 
Abraham produced Ishmael by a union 
with Hagar, who represents the law, so 
Isaac produces Esau, the fairest of the 
flesh, but which must even so be repudi- 
ated, rejected, and supplanted. At the be- 
ginning Esau must have been beautiful, 
with his ruddy pinkness and his luxuriant 
hair, but at the end he becomes Edom, 
which differs little from Adam. It is inter- 
esting to note that in Hebrew writing the 
two names are spelled with exactly the 
same three letters (aleph, daieth, mem), 
though pronounced differently. 

LORD, KEEP OUR FLESH ‘CRUCIFIED. 


March 21 
JACOB WAS A PLAIN MAN (25:27) 

The word that is translated “plain” is 
found thirteen times in the Bible, trans- 
lated “perfect” (9), “undefiled” (2), 
“upright” (1), and “plain” (1). It is the 
word by which God designated Job (1:1, 
8; 2:3). He. followed in the footsteps of 
his father in being a tent-dweller, for he, 
too, was a pilgrim and a stranger, who 
had no continuing city, and who looked 
for a city that hath foundations, whose 
builder and maker is God. Thus, from the 
outset we see that the two brothers are an 
illustration of the flesh and the spirit. Esau 
continued the wild life of Nimrod and 
Ishmael, while Jacob was content with the 
tent and the altar, and the pilgrim life. 
It was this difference between the two 
boys which excited contrasting emotions in 
the parents, and which brought on much 
that was to follow. 

LORD, MAKE US PLAIN IN THY SIGHT. 


March 22 
ISAAC LOVED ESAU . . . REBEKAH LOVED 
JACOB .. . (25:28) 

Isaac was, himself, a quiet man, and he 
saw in Esau the things which he knew 
- that he himself, did not possess. How many 
parents attempt to train their children to 
be what they themselves longed for and 
did not attain in their own youth. Isaac’s 
quietness was reproduced in Jacob, and 
Rebekah’s energetic nature found itself in 
Esau. Each parent loved the qualities which 
were found in the other. But it was quite 
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wrong for the parents to show partiality 
to the extent that it was manifested, and 


‘all the more so because God had so defi- 


nitely announced His plan and His choice; 
therefore the parents should have acceded 
at once because of the Lord’s will. They 
put the natural desire above the spiritual 
and thus led on to great trouble. 
LORD, MAY OUR CHOICES BE SUBORDINATE 
TO THINE. 

March 23 
FEED ME WITH THAT SAME RED, FOR | AM 
FAINT (25:30) 

Esau, man of the world, same back 
faint, because there was nothing in the 
field that could satisfy him. The worldling 
is always hungry. How can the world 
which crucified Christ furnish nourishment 
to a Soul? The word pottage is not in the 
original; what Esau really said was, “Feed 
me with that same red.” He didn’t even 
know the name of that which nourished 
his brother, just as the world cannot com- 
prehend spiritual things. The natural man 
receiveth not the things of the spirit, 
neither can he know them, they are 
spiritually discerned (1 Cor. 2:14). The 
world knows it is hungry but doesn’t know 
what it needs. It is a sad picture of a 
strong man whose god is his belly, and 
who cannot wait a little while for food. 
LORD, KEEP US FED THAT WE HUNGER NOT. 


March 24 
SELL ME THIS DAY THY BIRTHRIGHT (25:31) 

Jacob had a spiritual sense of the value 
of the birthright. God had promised it to 
him before he was born, and he would 
have gotten it in God’s time and way, but 
now he seeks to purchase that which could 
have been his by sovereign grace. He is 
both to be commended and condemned. He 
is to be commended for wanting the birth- 
right, and for recognizing the high honor 
of possessing it. The birthright included 
both spiritual and material blessings. The 
holder of the birthright received a double 
portion of inheritance (Gen. 49:3; Deut. 
21:17; 1 Chron. 5:1, 2); he was the head 
of his family or tribe; he was, above all, 
the spiritual leader of his people, and in 
this case, it carried the right to be the 
ancestor of the Messiah. It was entirely 
right for Jacob to desire such a blessing. 
LORD, GIVE US A MIND FOR SPIRITUAL 
THINGS, 

March 25 
SELL ME (25:31) 

Jacob was going about to get a good 
thing in a bad way. His aims were perfect, 
his methods were horrible. He had the 
wretched idea that the end justifies the 
means. This is totally false, and any right 
thing must be left unattained rather than 
be sought by wrong means. What a dif- 
ference it would have made if Jacob had 
waited for God. The birthright had been 
promised to him, and he would surely have 
had it, for the word of God was involved 
in the promise. We must always be .willing 
to bide God’s time. He never is before 
His time and never is behind. We are to 
inherit the promises, but God says that we 
are to inherit them through “faith and 
patience” (Heb. 6:12). The Psalmist says 
we are to “wait patiently” for the Lord, 
or, as the Hebrew has it, to “stay one’s 
self” on Him. 

LORD, MAY WE STAY OURSELVES ON THEE. 
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March 26 


WHAT PROFIT? (25:32) 

The character of Esau is clearly revealed 
in his attitude toward spiritual things. In 
the New Testament we are told that he 
was “a profane person” (Heb. 12:16). The 
Greek word means, literally, “outside the 
threshold,” therefore, “proper to walk on, 
common.” The Latin, pro-fanum, which 
has given us “profane,” has exactly the 
same meaning, in front of the fane. Esau 
became a profane person. “God was not 
in all his thoughts. He was intent only on 
present gratification, and set no value on 
the divine gifts. To him future blessings 
were intangible and unreal, and as he 
thought he was going to die he did not 
see any reason why he should grasp at 
blessings which could never be personally 
enjoyed. . . . So far from being an in- 
jured man he really supplanted himself. 
To him this world was everything and 


God was nothing.” 
LORD, GIVE US A HORROR OF THE COMMON. 


SWEAR TO ME THIS DAY (25:33) March 27 
It would appear that Jacob had been 


awaiting this opportunity, and had even ~ 


planned the scheme by which he should 
get the birthright. However right his aims, 
his methods are revolting. And we must 
understand that he did not really gain the 
birthright by this act of barter. When God 
has promised something He does not allow 
it to be taken by trickery. Jacob may have 
considered that he owned the birthright by 
purchase, but he had to flee from the land 
and any enjoyment of the birthright, and 
when he returned God forced him to 
acknowledge Esau as his lord (32:4; 33:13, 
14, 15). Not even then was Jacob the pos- 
sessor of the birthright. It was only when 
Esau himself abandoned the land and left 
it to Jacob (36:6) that Jacob could enter 
into the full possession of the inheritance 





and the birthright, which was thus given 
him by God. 
LORD, MAY WE TAKE THINGS THY WAY.

: March 28 
AND HE SOLD HIS BIRTHRIGHT (25:33) 

It is the New Testament that. authorizes 
us, nay, demands of us, the consideration 
of this birthright as an example of ‘the 
Christian’s portion. For the example of 
Esau is given after such a warning as this: 
“Looking diligently lest any man fail of 
the grace of God; lest any root of bitter- 
ness springing up trouble you, and thereby 
many be defiled” (Heb. 12:15). “Some 
excuse may be offered for Esau, because 
he knew not what a Saviour, or what an 
inheritance, he despised. But we have had 
the Saviour fully revealed to us; and know 
what a glorious place the Heavenly 
Canaan is. Yet too many of us think as 
lightly of Christ and of Heaven, as if 
neither He nor it were worth our atten- 
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_ tion: yea,:we are ready at any time to 


barter them away for the most trifling 
gratification: and what is this but to imi- 
tate the profaneness of Esau?”

(25:34) 

George Eliot wrote of “that inexorable 
law of human souls, that we are preparing 
ourselves for sudden deeds by the reiter- 
ated choice of good or evil that gradually 
determines character.” There is a calm 
deliberateness about this narrative that 
shows the nature of Esau’s being: “and he 


sware ... and he sold .. . and he did eat . 


and drink and rose up and went his way.” 
Carlyle wrote of Esau: “He is the kind of 
man of whom we are in the habit of 
charitably saying that he is nobody’s enemy 
but his own. But, in truth, he is God’s 
enemy, because he wastes the splendid 
manhood which God has given him. Pas- 
sionate, impatient, impulsive, incapable of 
looking before him, refusing to estimate 
the worth of anything which does not 
immediately appeal to his senses, prefer- 
ring the animal to the spiritual, he is 
rightly called a ‘profane person.’ Alas! 
while the body is so broad and brawny, 
must the soul lie blinded, dwarfed, stupe- 
fied, almost annihilated ?”

March 30 
BREAD AND POTTAGE OF LENTILS (25:34) 

It is incredible, you say, that a man 
should seek to place the weight of a few 
ounces in the balance that is to weigh a 
ton. Yet the history of mankind shows us 
conclusively that men will accept trifles 
and abandon realities. Men will choose 
time rather than eternity. Men will take 
the pleasures of sin for a season (Heb. 
11:25) rather than the joy of God forever. 
Men will read trash rather than the Word 
of God. Men will put second things first, 
yes, they will put fifty-second things first. 


-Men will adopt a system of priorities that 


leaves God out of their lives. Multitudes 
of men in our civilization spend more time 
shaving than they do on their souls; and 
multitudes of women give more minutes 
to their daily make-up than to the life of 
the eternal spirit.

way which you could use for the 
support of such work that you did 
not know existed. 


INCOME TAXES IN GENERAL 

The Internal Revenue Code allows 
a deduction to individuals for con- 
tributions to the United States, any 
state or local government, veterans’ 
organizations, certain lodges, and 
‘*a corporation, trust, or community 
chest, fund or foundation, created 
or organized in the United States 

. ; Organized and operated ex- 
clusively for religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary, or educational 
purposes ... (ete.).’’ Such contri- 
butions can be deducted from gross 
income by individuals, partnerships, 
corporations, estates, and trusts. 

Please note that gifts to indi- 
viduals are not deductible. 

In the case of an individual tax- 
payer, the amount deductible for 
contributions is fifteen (15%) per 
cent of his adjusted gross income. 
(Generally speaking, adjusted gross 
income is gross income less the ex- 
penses of earning it.) In the case 
of a corporation, the deduction is 
limited to five (5%) per cent of the 
corporation’s net income before 
taking such deduction. At present 
tax rates, this means that in the case 
of an individual whose net income 
(divided in half in the case of 
a married taxpayer) is between 
$14,000 and $16,000, a gift within 
the above limitations would cost the 
taxpayer only 47c on a dollar since 
the tax rate in that bracket is fifty- 
three (53%) per cent. The tax rate 
for 1952 on a net income between 
$4000-$6000 is 29%. In the case of 
a corporation whose income is in 
excess of $25,000, the net cost of 
such a contribution might be as 
little as 18¢ for $1.00 since the 
combined normal tax, surtax, and 
excess profits tax rates are eighty- 
two (82%) per cent. In other words, 
$1.00 donated may take only 18c 
from earnings and 82c from taxes. 

Before discussing various means 
of obtaining charitable deductions, 
it might be well to point out here 
that every Christian who knows the 
joy of tithing should file a long 
Form 1040 because his deductions 
allowed on the third page of his tax 
return, ie. contributions, taxes, in- 
terest, medical and dental expenses, 
and other expenses and losses, would 
exceed the ten (10%) per cent 
allowed by the government to all 
taxpayers for these items. These 
deductions can only be obtained by 
filing the long Form 1040. 
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The form’is not nearly as compli- 
cated as it might appear at first 
glance. Unless you have some un- 
usual transactions, you can prepare 
the return yourself simply by taking 
it item by item and reading the 
instructions that accompany the 
forms. If you have someone else 
prepare your return, tell him that 
you have been advised to file a long 
Form 1040 and give him the reason. 
Incidentally, beware of these self- 
styled tax consultants who spring 
up everywhere at income tax return 
time offering to prepare returns for 
a dollar or two. It might prove to 
be a very expensive economy. A case 
last year in which someone “‘gener- 
ously’’ offered to prepare a return 
for a recently graduated nurse 
comes to mind. Her income was 
erroneously overstated by $10.00, 
and had the return been filed as 
prepared, it would have cost her 
parents $119.00 as a result of a lost 
exemption. 

Contributions must be itemized 
on your tax -return if they are 
claimed as deductions. The space 
provided is usually too small, so it 
is necessary to attach a separate 
sheet of- paper listing the organiza- 
tions and the amounts contributed 
to them. It might be necessary for 
you to prove your contributions, so 
preserve a record of them (cancelled 
checks, receipts, or notations) for 
at least three years after the date 
the return is due. In other words, 
you should preserve the information 
used in preparing your 1951 return 
until March 15, 1955; three years 
from March 15, 1952. 

Gifts of both money and other 
property are deductible for tax pur- 
poses. If property is contributed, a 
deduction is allowed for the fair 
market value of the property at the 
date of the gift, regardless of what 
it might have cost. 

In future issues of Ererniry we 
will go into greater detail pointing 
out and illustrating particular ways 
of making contributions that are 
especially advantageous taxwise.

view there is no such thing as a 
miracle. He simply does what He 
wishes when He wishes but always 
with a purpose in mind. It is note- 
worthy that no Biblical miracle in- 
volves ecaprice or vulgar display. 
All evidence the righteous power of 
God whether shown in punishment 
or blessing and hence all are de- 
signed to draw men in reverent 
worship to God. This being the case, 
it is irrelevant from a human stand- 
point, whether natural or super- 
natural powers are employed. The 
important thing is that the event 
oceurred as described and has a 
lesson to teach us about the grace 
of God. Idle speculation as to the 
means employed does not reflect the 

proper attitude of reverent faith. 


HISTORY AND ARCHAEOLOGY 

The situation is somewhat differ- 
ent when we come to the fields of 
history and archaeology. Here too 
much is claimed regarding relation- 





ships between the Bible and science. 
But, the parallels are more numer- 
ous and more convincing since the 
field of history is more closely re- 
lated to the Bible record than are 
the natural sciences. Nevertheless, 
considerably more caution should be 
exercised by Christians than is their 
wont. Frequently, the eager desire 
of the Christian to possess further 
confirmation of the Bible leads him 
to adopt as evidence propositions 
which do violence to the Scriptures. 
For example, a few years ago a 
British archaeologist announced that 


in the course of excavations in . 


southern Iraq he had discovered 
evidence proving the occurrence of 
the Biblical flood. This news was 
received with great joy by the ma- 
jority of Christians and has since 
found its way into almost every 
Christian publication dealing with 
archaeology and the Bible. Unfor- 
tunately, however, the presumed 
‘‘evidence’’ has nothing whatever to 
do with the flood recorded in the 
Bible. Indeed, it is highly question-

able at the present time whether the 
‘‘evidence’’ witnesses even a minor 
local inundation. 

To be sure, the Christian public 
could not be expected to judge the 
archaeological evidence with pro- 
fessional competence but they should 
at least have asked themselves this 
question, 
Biblical Flood does this scientist 
have?’’ In other words, did he feel 
that he had discovered evidence of 
the tremendous catastrophe which 
God brought to destroy a sinning 
race of men or was he satisfied that 
a reasonable deposit of river silt 
would reflect a major overflow in 
the Tigris-Euphrates valley of suf- 
ticient proportion to have been car- 
ried over into the Hebrew folklore? 
The difference is highly significant. 
If it is the former and the evidence 
is admissible, then we do actually 
have confirmation of the Biblical 
record from the discoveries of 
archaeology. On the other hand, if 
his idea of the flood corresponds to 
the alternative pictured above, such 
an identification of archaeological 
evidence with the Scriptures must 
be summarily rejected by the Chris- 
tian public. 

‘he trouble is that few Christians 
are sufficiently interested to make 
the test. ‘hey are so anxious to 
obtain scientitic proof of the ac- 
curacy of the Bible they will accept 
uncritically any proposition which 
is offered as tacit confirmation. No 
thought is given to the advisability 
ot checking the competency of the 
author or scientist. [he theory is 
swallowed blindly and often results 
in acute embarrassment later when 
the truth comes out. Such an atti- 
tude does no credit to the integrity 
of Christendom. Surely we have a 
higher regard for the Bible than 
such undue haste exhibits. 


HELPFUL BUT NOT ESSENTIAL 

Since the Bible which records 
history from God’s point of view 
consequently reports events accu- 
rately, we have every right to expect 
that where the data recovered by 
archaeology are correctly interpreted 
they will be found in perfect agree- 
ment with the Bible. And that is 
precisely what occurs when the 
necessary caution is exercised first 
with regard to the interpretation of 
the facts of science and also with 
regard to a proper understanding 
of the Bible. The past one hundred 
years have disclosed hundreds of 
instances of confirmation from 
secular history. Specific events 
mentioned in the Bible have been 
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raneous documents dug from the 
ground. The majority, however, 
consist of indirect references to the 
Bible and Bible times which help to 
make those events more meaningful 
to us than before. 

These results were not obtained by 
hasty uncritical judgment but by 
careful reverent assessing of the 
archaeological material as it was 
published. Whenever new evidence 
was forthcoming which might shed 
more light on the Biblical account 
it was gratefully received and uti- 
lized. But the validity of the Bible 
did not hang in the balance. Posi- 
tive evidence was helpful but not 
essential. Negative evidence was 
treated as suspect and, as careful 
checking has frequently shown, 
turned out to be theory rather than 
evidence. In short, even here with 
the. great mass of material bearing 
on the Bible, it was never considered 
to stand in judgment upon the Bible 
but rather to supplement or comple- 
ment the Scriptural record which 
stood and stands valid in and of 
itself. Proof of the Scripture there 
is none; confirmation there is in 
abundance. 


FOUR MAJOR PRINCIPLES 
To sum up, the proper relation- 
ship between science and the Bible 
will depend upon the observation of 
four major principles. First, we 
must recognize the preeminent au- 
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thority of the Bible as absolute 
truth. Science must be brought into 
conformity with Secripture—not the 
other way around—and never under 
any circumstances should any Bible 
verse be linked inseparably with a 
scientific statement. Secondly, we 
must realize that the purpose of the 
Bible is to reveal spiritual truth. 
All other information, whether his- 
tory or science, is secondary and 
subordinate to the spiritual message. 
Thirdly, the concept of miracles 
stems from the limits of human 
understanding not from God’s omnip- 
otence. Henee it is foolish to seek 
for natural means to explain the 
workings of Almighty God. And 
lastly, archaeological ‘‘evidence’’ 
must be examined by the Christian 
critically on the basis of Biblical 
facts before being accepted as valid 
confirmation. In all cases beware of 
adopting a scientific proposition to 
explain away the Bible truth rather 
than to illumine or confirm it. 

Science has made in the past and 
may make in the future contribu- 
tions of useful and significant. in- 
formation which can effect a fuller 
understanding of the Bible message. 
But science must always be thought 
of as the handmaid; useful but not 
necessary and always subject to 
correction by the eternal truth of 
the Bible. The Christian faith is 
grounded in the Word of God—all 
else is finite, fallible fantasy by 
comparison.

may go and tell the news. To para- 
lyties and to blind men who have 
earned sin’s wages just as Samson 
did, we are appointed to declare 
God’s pardon. Samson at least has 
made us realize why there should be 
a cross at all, and why Christ cruci- 
fied should be to the Jew first a 
Saviour. For just as the priest made 
first atonment for the holy things, 
in Israel’s ancient ritual, we feel 
that Samson heads up the line in 
which Abraham too and David shall 
rejoice to see Christ’s day. First, 
when He comes, the Saviour of the 
world must put away sin, the sin 
of His own privileged people who 

had been a grief to God. 

Calvary and its bloodshedding— 
only men like Samson, with the fires 
of memory ablaze, can know how 
necessary God must count it. 
Abraham and David sinned, and 
stained their record, making the 
enemies of God blaspheme, but 
Samson seems the one par excellence 
on whom will fasten the Accuser’s 
fangs. But I dare to believe that 
after his eyes were put out, Samson 
saw further into God’s purpose for 
his life than ever in his care-free 
days of sight and strength. And we 
expect to see Samson among those 
who are saved, yet so as by, fire. 


@ Godly Repentance 

This is the story as we spell it out 
for men and women scorched with 
the flaming memory of fleshly sin. 
Unpardonable? No. not if (like 
Milton) we can read 


All this 
With God not parted from him, as was 
feared, 
But favoring and assisting to the end. 
In mission lands, where converts 
have been won from out a context 
of polygamy, the sin of Samson has 
recurred and often. proves the 
Churech’s greatest problem. Men at 
this moment have been disciplined 
from fellowship, and nurse despon- 
dency within their hearts. If they 
were truly born again, how has the 
flesh secured this dominance? Many, 
alas, lightheartedly go on in sin, and 
do not face their problem in God’s 
presence. But if, like Samson, peni- 
tent, these other failures make their 
plea to God ‘‘only this once,’’ and 
truly look to Him to crush forever 
their exulting foes, the prayer of 
faith shall win them a crown of 
righteousness that fadeth not away. 
The burning out of the eyes is a 
small price to pay if thereby Sam- 
son recognizes the gate through 
which he let the foe come in. Eye- 
less, he turned a seer. This God can 
do, when He effectually works a 
godly repentance not to be repented 
of. In some far mission fields may 
some discouraged missionary wake 
to faith and hope for some defeated 
convert who once preached and 
toiled for Christ but meantime 
grinds for the Philistines in ig- 
nominy, ‘‘effeminately vanquished.’’ 
‘For whatsoever things were writ- 
ten aforetime were written for our 
learning, that we through patience 
and comfort of the Scriptures might

tions long after they have forgotten 
not only the main precepts but even 
the text. Endeavor to discuss your 
studies with others interested in the 
same subjects. The mutual sharing 
of knowledge and discussion help 
both to foeus and to extend what we 
learn. 


@ Putting Your Knowledge to 
Practical Use 


It will add interest to your studies 
and aid your memory if you put 
your knowledge to a practical use. 
You may have found from experi- 
ence that you remember more easily 
when you are preparing for an ad- 
dress or the writing of a paper. The 
Sunday school teacher discovers this 
when getting ready for his class. 
Indeed, the example of the Sunday 
school teacher covers a number of 
different points mentioned in the 
previous paragraph. If your study 
is truly study with a purpose, then 
all the time you will be relating 
theory to practice. 

A great principle in education is 
contained in the phrase ‘‘no im- 
pression without expression,’’ and 
the relevance of this to subjects like 
chemistry, gardening, psychology, 
and Bible study will be obvious. 
With many subjects it is wise to 
write out answers to questions, and 
so express exactly in words the 
knowledge that has been acquired. 
Writing aids in clarifying one’s own 
thoughts, as also does conversation 
with teachers and other students. 

In this chapter we have dealt with 
study generally, although these prin- 
ciples are of particular importance 
to the student who wants to study 
his Bible and equip himself to be- 
come an effective and efficient serv- 
ant of Christ. Bible study is still 
Bible study, and knowledge does not 
drop into our minds by some magi- 
eal process without hard work. The 
apostle Paul exhorted Timothy to 
study to show himself approved 
unto God, and there is no short cut. 

People rightly show zeal and 
earnestness in passing examina- 
tions and obtaining professional 
honors, and are prepared to sacri- 
fice other legitimate interests in 
order to reach their goal. But those 
whose ambition it is to please and 
serve God are often, alas, far less 
zealous. The suggestions given here 
will at least point the way toward 
a purposeful and profitable plan of 
action.
